Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—[Special.]—A 
proteat has been filed by the legislature of 
Georgia against the course taken by con- 
gress in proposing’to the states a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the direct 

- glection of senators. The protest asserts 
_ that the course followe@ was unconstitt- 
-. Hlonal 
The Georgia claim brought confusion on 
the constitutional lawyers in congress. Of 
more importance is the fact that the adoption 
of @ reform demanded by the people will be 
further delayed. 
Article 5 of the constitution provides that, 
“the congress, whenever two-thirds of both 
_Bouses shall deem it necessary, shal] pro- 
pose amend ments to this constitution.” 
There are ninety-six members of the senate 
and 397 members of the house. The senate 
the proposed amendment by 64 yeas 
to 24 nays, and seven not voting, one vacancy 
existing. The house adopted the proposed 
@mendment by a vote of 228 yeas to 39 nays, 
five responding present when their names 
were called, 110 not voting, and five vacan- 
cies existing. Thus the senate gave the 
requisite two-thirds majority, while the 
hous¢ did not. The house declared the amend- 
of those presente and voting approved the 


Decision Made by Committee. 

A joint committee of the legislature of 
Georgia in an exhaustive report declared that 
the amendment “ did not receive two-thirds 
of each house, and therefore was not pro- 
posed to the states in the manner pointed out 
by the constitution for its own amendment.”

STOCKHOLDERS TO. LOSE. 


After a three years fight now closing tn 
the United States Supreme court, the af- 
fairs of the American Guaranty company of 
Chicago will be settled within two weeks. 

The Supreme court ig expected to hand 
down a decision tomorrow in « suit brought 
by an agent, W. R. Giltiam, for $40,682 com- 
missions, 

Whichever way Gilliam's suit is decided, 
the result will be to release $1,500,000 of as- 
sets now im the hands of the receiver, IB. A. 
Potter. 

These assets will be distributed among the 
6,500 contract holders and investors, giving 
them about 6 per cent on their original in- 
vestment, Which aggregated §2,500,000. 


Stockholders May Get Nothing. 

The stockholders in the company itself are 
not expected to get anything out of the con- 
cern, which wasa West Virginia corporation, 
and was dissolved in 1900. 

The concern was started in 1808; and was 
taken over in 1800 by Charlies La Tour Furey, 
who died in 1908, leaving a widow, Carrie 
Rebecca Furey, and a daughter, Caroline, 
holding 602 shares of the company. It is un- 
derstood that neither they nor L. W. Pitcher, 
secretary, nor James A. Bigelow, treasurer, 
will participate in the $1,500,000 distribution.

POLICE INQUIRY 


Legislators 1 Expected to Be Re- 
quested to Give Evidence 
on “Slush Fund.” 


WITNESS FACES A TRIAL. 


Threat of Perjury Charge Made 
Against John R. Collins at 
Merit Board Quiz. 


Members of the last Illinois legislature 


may be asked to appear before the city 
civil service commission, which is investi- 
gating the United Police.. The commission 
hag first hand information that a part of the 
police ‘slush fund’’ raieed two years ago 
by $20 subscriptions was spent by police lob- 
byista. 

' _Ineidentaly members of the commission 
believe that the legislators may give them 
mich information as to the activity of the 
police organization in politica, activities 
have been denied: United ‘Police representa- 
tives spent much of their time at Springfel 
at the last session working against the police 
operators, who were pushing a bill to give 
them a share in the police pension fund. 

Just how much of the “ slush fund” was 

expended in. defeating the operators’ pro- 
posed legislation never has been 
becatise the part left intact after the legi= 
lative campaign disappeared simultaneously 
with WtlMfam Stine, the head of the organ 
ization, a short time later. 
Several legislators were mentioned at the 
time of the fight on the operators as being 
especially interested in seeing that the Unit- 
ed Police were taken care of at Springfield. 


Patrolman Faces Perjury Charg¢. 
John R. Colling, a former patrolman at the 


Fillmore street police station, gave testi- 
mony which resulted in his being excused 


from the stand yesterday with the intime- 


tion that he might be prosecuted for perjury. 

Collins testified that he had been asked by 
Patrick Dowling. a fellow officer, if he in- 
tended to contribute fo the “ glugh fund " al- 
leged to have been raised to secure legislation 
desired by the United Police. He said that 
at the time Dowling had im hts hand an en- 
velope in which the contribution was to be 
placed. 

“When Collins was brought: -pefore the 
commission last spring Ke had whet he said 
was one of these envelopes,”” eaid Commis- 
soner Elton Lower, “ané he charged thet 
his refusal to place $20 fn waa the reason 
he was brought before the trial board. 

“Today he testtfied that he had never had 
one of the envelopes. Hither-he waa not tell- 
ing the truth then or he is not now.” 

Oolling was ordered to appear again before 
the commission on Monday. 

Story Told by Collins. 

When he was put on the stand Oollins yes 
terdey sald: 

“A policeman by the name of Dowling 
asked me if I-had contributed:to.the ‘ slush 
fund”. and asked me if I intended to.” 
~ “Did you’ ever see one of the envelopes 
gent eround about two years ago?” asked

“ When this man spoke to me he had some- 
thing in his hand that lodked like an en- 
velope,”” sald the witness. “I)took him so 
sbort that he didn’ tway but 
turned and walked away.” 

Collins nevér Was a peulietink the Tnites 
Police, but was a member of an organization 
of policemen known as the “ Rubber Bag,” 
which head a precarious existence of three 
months before the organization of the United 
Police. 

“They called it that because somebody 
was *‘ bounced” every once in a while,” ex- 
plained the witness. 

Referring to the fact that he hed been 
brought before the trial board twice in a 
month after nineteen years’ service, the wit- 
nese said he thought it was brought about 
by the United Police because he would not 
join the organization. 


Faile to Remember Envelope. 

“What was that envelope you had when 
you were here for trial?” asked Mr. Lower. 

“T don"t remember it,”” replied Coll'ns. 

“ Didn’t you tell. the commission that the 
reason you were brought down here was that 
you would not contrrbute $207"’ asked Mr. 
Lower. 

* I don’t remember saying that,” anewered 
the witness, confused. 

The witness was cautioned that he would 
be prosecuted for perjury if he failed to tell 
the truth. He was then excused. 

Dennis E. Lyons, patrolmen of the West 
Chicago avenue station, wae placed an the 
stand. He was a charter member of the 
United Police, and also belonged to the 
‘“ Rubber Plant,” the parent organization. 
The “Rubber Plant’’ owned a plantation 
in Mexico, and all the stockholders were 
members of the police department. Owning 
a plantation was a mere blind, the witness 
testified; the real purpose was to secure de- 
fense. 


Organized as a Corporation, 

“We organized it as a corporation to pre- 
vent it being dissolved,’ explained the wik- 
ness. Mayor Harrison dissolved a similar 
organization, end we wanted to prevent 
this.” 

* Officer, do you know that you are looked 
upon by certain persone as the collector of 
a ‘slush fund ’?’ asked Mr. Hornatein. 

“No, sir; I never knew thet,” replied the 
witness. 

“Didn't the officers at your precinct re- 
ceive an envelope marked ‘ referendum vote,’ 
and didn’t they put $20 into i and give it 
‘to you?’’ continued Hornstein, 

“No, sir.” 

“You never saw such an envelope?” 

“No, sir.” 

John M. Dixon, president of the Police Op- 
erators’ association, testified that cards were 
sent out by the United Police naming the 
candidates for political office who were 
friendly to the organization. 

These cards were marked “ These are our 


friends: vote for them.”

Biggest Throng in Holiday His- 
tory Blocks Traffic. 


MILLIONS SPENT IN GIFTS. 


Deters 


Thousands Buy Presents; Good Humor 
-Prevails Despite Crush. 


One of the bigmwest crowds in the history of 
State street surged through that thqrough- 
fare last night. It was the flood tide of the 
sea of late shoppers who will swamp over- 
worked clerks and saleswomen in the big loop 
emporiums during the days that remain be- 
tween now and Christmas. 

Yesterday, being Saturday, was the last 
“big*’ shopping day of the Christmas sea- 
gon. There will be huge crowds on Monday 
and Tuesday and the evening of the latter 
will be marked, by the Christmas eve scenes 
usual tn the shopping district, but in num- 
bers, according to store managers, they wil) 
not again reach the proportions of yester- 
day’s throngs. 


Afternoon Rush Like a Mob. 

Hundreds of persone were waiting at the 
store doors. when they opened in the morn- 
ing. Ae the business day began the crowd 
grew steadily larger. The rea! rush, how- 
ever, did not begin untiltheafternoon. Then 
thousands of workers, released for the half 
holiday, poured into the State street dis- 
trict to complete the purchase of their Christ- 
mas gifts. Toward 5 o'clock the mob was so 
great the street care tn the biocke between 
Randolph and Van Buren streets progressed 
only with the assistance of the police. 

The. vortex of the rush was at State and 
Madison streets. There a dozen policemen 
were able to keep the street open only by 
the utmost effort. As fast as one section of 
the crowd was released by the policemen’s 
whistles another formed and stood waiting 
to get by. 

The stores were jammed. Passage through 
them was only achieved by hard physical 
effort. The purchase of the smallest gift 
required an expenditure of effort all out of 
Proportion to the value of the thing to be 
bought. 


Good Humor Prevails. 

By common consent, apparently, every one 
preserved a good humor. The Christmas 
spirit prevailed. Persone who had been 
jostied from one floor to another issued into 
the street with their gifts clutched in their 
arms and with faces Nt with smiles of the 
pride of accomplishment. 

How much money was spent in the State 
street district cannot be estimated. It wilt 
run into the millions of dollars. The num- 
ber of persons who bought gifts during the 
day is estimated roundly at 100,000. It was 
és great a crowd as the big stores have ever 
accomodated, 

It filled the sidewalks and overflowed into 
the streets. It made its presence known by 
the slowing up of traffic and a general con- 
gestion all over the loop. 

The owners of the big stores are looking 
for other big crowds during the two days 
of shopping that remain, but when the time 
came for closing last night they heaved sighs 
of relief that the worst was over.

being conducted by a committee of the house 
of representatives. 

Following the action-of Postmaster General 
Hitchcock yesterday in revoking.the order 
calling for bids for the rental of-canceling 
machines amounting to $1,200,000 in the next 
four years, the committee today continued 
its inquiry into the relations of Mr, Cum- 
mins and the department. 

The bids originally were called for a year 
ago, when Mr. Cummins submitted a lump 
sum bid, while other. stamping device com- 
panies submitted estimates showing’ the 
charge proposed for each machine. Later 
Mr. Cummins furnisher C. P. .Grandfield, 
first assistant postmaster general, with a 
confidential memorandum ghowing the rent- 


al bid for each machine on ’ which the ID | 


sum bid was based. 


Award to Cummins Protested. 
The department decided to award the con- 
tract to Cummins, it being contended by 
Mr. Grandfiel@ that the government woukd 
save $400,000 thereby on the four year 
period. The other bidders—the International 
Postal Supply company, the American Postal 
Machines company, and the Universiail 
Stamping Machine company—protested on 
the ground thet the Cumains bid was irreg- 
ular, and they were sustained by the aasist- 
ant attorney general for the postoffice de- 
partment. 

In allowing Cummins to file a.confidential 
memorandum Grandfield was charged with 
favoring unduly the brother of the Iowa sen- 
ator. Grandfield stated today the mem- 
orandum merely was intended to show the 
rate at which additional machines could be 
rented in case the'lump sum bid were ac- 
cepted. 


Committee Splits Big Contract. 

New bids for 1,875 machines were called 
for, to be opened on March 20 last, but in 
the meantime congrese limited the rental to 
$270 a machine. No action wae taken on 
these bide, although the canceling machine 
committee recommended that a $600,000 con- 
tract be awarded to Cummins and the other 
$600,000 be split among the other bidders.

F. B. Carson Arrested by Post- 
office Authorities, Aceused 
of Defrauding Teachers,

Declared in: Letters He Would 
Accept Deposits from One 
Cent to $15,000,000. 


The arrest by postoffice inspectors yester- 
Gay of Franklin B. Carson, 6828 Cottage 
Grove avenue, head of the “* Chicago bank,” 
is believed by federal officials to have termi- 
mated the career of an unusual sort of pri- | 
vate “bank.” They think Carson obtained 
large sums of money from school teachers 
throughout the country by fraudulent use 
of the malis. 


His scheme, according to the postal offi- 


} clals, was to send circulars through the mail 


to school teachers offering to receive depos- 


| ite at 100 per cent interest a year. His 


“ bank "consisted of a lock box at the mein 
postoffice, which he gave as the address of 
his ‘‘financial institution” and where he 
received his mail. 

In his circulars he stated he was ready to 
accept deposits of from 1 cent to $15,000,000. 
He was arrested by Postoffice Inepector E. E. 
Fraser and taken before United States Com- 
missioner Mark A. Foote. He was locked up 
in the county jail in default of §3,000 bonds. 
During the formalities before Commissioner 
Foote, Carson said he has large deposits in a 
bank, but refused to disclose the bank’s iden- 
tity. 


Writes Letter to Principals. 

When told he would have to give a bond to 
be released, he said: 

“I can't raise that much of bond.” 

* Well, then you'll have to go to jail, "enie 
Commissioner Foote. 

*“ All right, then I'll go to jail,” said Carson. 
“T'd just as leave go to jail as not. There

“The men say the everage 
earning is but $80 a month and they need 
$100. Any employé of the company can earn 
his $1,200 a year if he so desires. lt ip the 
voluntary ‘layoffs’ and ‘deed time’ that 
causes the shrinkage. 

“The men epparentiy do not choose to 
work the maximum number of Gays. They. 
take about one-fourth of the time of and 
then expect the company to pay for their 
vacation time. 


No Pay for “Loafing.”

BEGIN ‘SHARE’ DISBURSEMENTS 
AMONG ENGLISH ‘SLATE CLUBS’ 


Annual Event Makes Many Poor People 
Happy~—Few of Treasurers Have 
“Gone Wrong” This Year. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—With the coming of 
Christmas, the annual “ share out’ of the 
hundreds of “ slate clubs’ in England, in- 
volving several hundred thousand pounds, 
has been going on during the week. 

A slate club ts an institution in which the 
members contribute a small sum weekly, 
generally 12 cents, out of which sick and 
death benefits are provided free of charge 
aguring the year, while what is left at the 
end of November is qhared equally among 


i the members. 


This is no inconsiderabie sum, for, although 
only 26 shillings, or $6.50, is paid tn by each 
member in the course of a year, the average 
share out is about $5.

DENY DEATH OF MOSLEM ADMIRAL 


LONDON, Dec. 21»-Turkey ts playing the 
old game of “ wait,” and has caused a fur- 
ther postponement of the oft delayed peace 
conference, which adjourned to Monday after 
a brief and fruitless session this afternoon. 

It is evident the Turkish delegates are 
trying to gain the right to provision Adrian- 
ople by consenting to include Greece in the 
conference. The allies are anxious to pro- 
ceed with the negotiations and have openly 
hinted that these delays must come to an 
end. 

Today’s sitting was the most important 
since the beginning of the conference, as it 
was the first time the opposite parties had 
come into a serious engagement, which is 
preliminary to the crucial question over the 
possession of Adrianople. 


Hold Breaths as Turks Answer. 

The Montenegrin ex-premier, Miyusko- 
viteh, who presided, geemed, on account of 
his severe and imperous aspect, to be the 
best president for the on of a stormy 
sitting. When the ident asked Rechad’ 
Pasha to comunicate confidence the an- 
swer which he had received from Constanti- 
nople, there was a moment of breathless 
silence. 

Rechad Pasha rose and outlined the in- 
structions he had received to thé effect that 
Turkey should not treat with Greece, as 
the latter state had put itself out of the nego- 
tiations by refusing to adhere to the armis- 
tice. But, he added, wishing to show a 
lenient spirit and a conciliatory disposition, 
and also out of regard for Europe, Turk 
was willing to treat, on condition that 
allies in return granted the privilege of re- 
victualing Adrianople. , 


Called Humanitarian Request. 

This, he pointed out, was simply a humani- 
tarian request, as, besides the beiligerents 
there were more than 150,000 people suffering 
from lack of food. Revictualing the fortress, 
he argued, would not change the situation as 
it existed when the armistice was conchided, 
at which time the Bulgarians declared they 
could seize Adrianople whenever they wished 
or force Tchatalja. 

Rechad Pasha’s statement caused a great 
Sensation, and the Balkan delegates ex- 
changed impresstons in “whispers among 
themselves. 

The head of the Turkish delegation con- 
tinued to fllustrate the Ottoman view point, 
which aimed to limit as much as possible dis- 
asters and sufferings from the war, by 
supplying to Adrianople what was strictly 
necessary to sustain life. 

The conference would then be able to pro- 
ceed with its work, im the knowledge that the 
town was not starving while the delegates 
were negotiating. 


Daneff in Warm Reply. 

Dr. Daneff, the chief Buigarian plenipo- 
tentiary, eloquently countered with solid ar- 
guments against Turkey’s.proposition. He 
recalled that the armistice was an accom- 
plished fact and was so well defined that the 
delegates lacked the power to change it, 
their mission being circumscribed to the con- 
chusion of peace. 

With reference to peace, he said, there was 
no limit to their powers, but their credentials 
did not authorize them to deal with incidents 
either already solved or outside the mission 
which brought them to London. 

Osman Nozimi Pasha tontinued the argu- 
ment ‘for Turkey, citing numerous historicas 
occasions when sitmilar 
made. 

The Greek premier, M. Venizelos, asserted 
that serious damage would result to the allies 
if the towns were revictualed. The balance 
of forces on the opposite sides would be 
changed in favor of the besieged, besides 
giving the opponents of the allies an oppor- 
tunity to procrastinate as long as there was

towns. 


Turks’ Demand Unacceptable, 

The Servian delegate, M. Novakovitch. sald 
that the Turkish request was quite unaccept- 
able, as it entirely modified the base on 
which the armistice was founded, 

Reéechad Pasha retorted, insisting that the 
proposal was already made, which was re- 
ceived with further opposition. 

Twice the delegates left their places and 
gathered in groups to see if any modus 
vivendi were possible between the extngme 
views, but in vain. Finally the Ottoman 
delegates proposed that the eitting be ad- 
journed until Monday to enable each dele ga- 
tion to ask for fresh inetructions trom the 
home government. 

Servia, on the suggestion of Great Britain, 
France, and R has declared its readi- 
ness to accept the principle of Afbanian 
autonomy and neutralization. This move has 
the object of making Austrie-Hunazary ex- 
pisin the reason for its armaments and gy 
what its ultimate — really are.

tensive “preparations for the celebration 
@uring the coming year of the centenary of 
the restoration of its natfonal independence 
It will algo celebrate the recall of the house 
of Orange, which had furnished a long suc- 
cession of illustrious stadtholWers to the re- 
public of the Netherlands, and of the estab- 
lishment of-a constitutional monarchy upon 
the foundations of the former commonwealth 
destroyed by revolutionary France in 1793. 
It ig a celebration which cannot but appeal 


to the people of the United States, for the" 


Dutch were among the earliest and most im- 
portant settlers in this country, which their 


industry and enterprise helped to develop. 
Many of the best known American families 


j are of Dutch origin; and it must not be for- 


gotten that the sympathies of the people of 
the Netherlands were with England’s re- 
belling colonies in the new world in their 
struggle for independence to such a degree 
as to lead to Great Britain's declaring a 
*ar ypon Holland, which proved disastrous 
to the latter. 


Whole Country to Celebrate. 
The project of commemorating the one 


hundredth annivergary by means of a great 


internationel exhibition at The Hagué¢, in 
conjunction with the opening of the Peace 
palace there, has been abandoned for a bigger 
and more ingenious scheme, consisting of the 

of a number of separate exposi- 
tions in’ various centers of Holland. 

While al of them will be designed to com- 
memorate the centennial, ithey will be diverse 
in character, representing every form of 
Dutch activity and achievement during the 
last hundred years, and there will be a con- 
siderable amount of tivalry among the cities, 
towns, and provinces in this connection. 

Ameterdam, for instance, is organizing a 
great nautical exhibition, where every va- 
riety of craft, from the lowliest fishing smack 
to finest ocean jiner, will be represented, 


| and everything that pertains to the history 


of Dutch navigation, including models, nau- 
tical instrumiénis. relics of voyages of ex- 
ploration, historical dociments, charts, pic- 
tures, and naval armaments, will be shown. 


Bach Town to Be in Gala Attire. 

Haariel, so famous in modern and especia!- 
ly in ancient times for its tulips, will com- 
memorate, the centennial by a great horti- 
cultural and agricukural exhibition. Utrecht 
ie to have an unrivaied exhibition of ancient 
and modern Dutch masters. At Middleburg 
there will be a most uniuge exhibition of fur- 
niture, costumes and decorations of the nine- 
teenth century; while at Delft the centennial 
exhibition will be devoted to porcelain and 
to pottery. 

It is estimated that by thus having a nurm- 
ber of separate exhibitions in various parts 
of the country, in lieu of holding a big one 
either at Amsterdam or at The Hague, there

Queen Loved by People.

It was fortunate indeed for the dynasty 
that’ William III. was predeceased by both 
of his sons, one of whom succumbed to dis- 
sipation abroad, while the other son, Alex- 
ander: was eccentric. ane of his manias tak- 
ing the’ form o. an invincible objection to 
masculine nether garments, that caused him 
to array himeelf in: silk petticoats. ....... 

After the death of these two princes who 
were a source of mingled derision and s*ame 
to their countrymen, William Il]. marrisd 
for a second time and became the father of 
a girl, whom the Dutch: people watched grow 
up among them with an almost parenal in- 
terest which, when she became queen at 10 


years, quickly developed into an affection 


that she hes known how to retain and even 
to further augment since she assumed the 
reins of government on her 18th birthdag. . 


Gains Favor of Subjects. 

Wilhelmina has likewlse known how, with- 
out giving offense to the kaiser, to resist ali 
the blandishments by which he insidiously 
sought to bring her, and with her the Neth- 
erlands, into the sphere of Germany on much 
the same footing as the twenty sovereign 
states of the confederation known ag the 
Teutonic empire. It would have been of in- 
estimable advantage to ‘vhe latter had the 
kaiser succeeded, for it would have given to 
Germany the use of the important Dutch sea- 
ports on the North sea, invaluable both f 
an economic and from a strategical point of 
view, besides which {t would have brought 
the wonderfully rich colonies of Holland, 
especially those in the East Indies, under the 
Teutonic flag, 

But Queen Wilhelmina realized that if she 
were to alienate, even ever so little, theiIn- 
dependence of her kingdom.in this fashion 
it would not only endanger its existence 
politically. but aleo economically, and end 
by destroying the importance of her coun- 
try as one of the great markets of the trade 
and industry of the world. 


Banished Queen’s Kin. 


When one reads today of the manifesta- 


tions of good will and, affection with which | 
the Dutch treat their queen and ther little 
daughter on every occasion, with an en- 
thusiasm that entirely beljes their national 
reputation of being of a phlegmatic char- 
acter, it ts difficult to realize that they drove 
her great-grandfather, their first king, from 
the throne in 1840, and compelled him to 
abdicate. 

He was ¢@ man who had been soured and 
embittered by exile, which had taught him 
nothing. Son of that Prince -William. of 
Orange, who wes the last hereditary stadt- 
holder of the republic of the United Neth- 
erlands, with a Prussidn mother and a Prus- 
sian wife, he was driven, along with his chil- 
dren and hie father, by the French under 
Gen. Pichegru, to seek refuge in England, 
where ‘the prince regent placed the palace 
of Hampton court at their disposa!. 


Recalled to Dutch Throne. 

With the Prussians he-took part in the bat- 
tle of Jena, was forced to flee from Berlin 
again fought againet the French in 1808 at 
the batth of Wagram, where he was badly 
wounded, was present at the battle of Leipsic 
in 1818, and was recalled a few weeks later in 
that year, when the Dutch rose in revolt 
against Fre ch domination, landing at Sche- 
veningen after eighteen years of exile, and 
being proclaimed prince sovereign of the 
Netherlands by the Dutch amid universal re- 
joicing. 


William II. on Throne. 
He was succeeded by his son, William II., 
who had been but 3 years old when his family 
was driven out of Holland by the French 


armies. He was educated to a great extent | 


in England, graduated from Oxford, entered 
the English army, served as an ald de camp 
on the etaff of the Duke of Wellington tn the 
Peninsular war, and. commanded the Dutch 
and Belgian contingents at. the batth of 
Waterloo, Where he was wounded. 

His son in turn, King William IIL, was the 
father of Queen Wilhelmina. Like his two 
predecessors on the throne, he had no .ym- 
pathy with political Mberalism, but showed 
himself an adept in playing off the various

Affairs of the Thedter 


in News and Comment. 
By Percy Hammond. 


HE performance of “ Anatol,” it seems, has inspired more 
conversation than it has attendance. Despite the news, 
busily bruited about by moral reviewers, that the entertain- 
ment is not one to which a young woman can take her 

mother, as Mr. Mantle ‘used whimsically to say, vacant spaces 
have been seen in the Fine Arts theater. 

This cond:tion is rather to be deplored. Not, of course, because 
of “ Anatol'’s” reputation is a male light-o’-love, for the empty 
chairs ¢onvey no sepulchral emphasis of our indubitable hatred 
of unchastity in matters dramatic, but because they indicate that 
there are not enough of us to observe with candid and wholesome 
enjoyment the bright representation of a foolish phase of life~ 
foolish but truthful, and therefore important and to be considered. 
“It is sexly,” a blushing correspondent writes, “and it makes @ 
joke of profligacy, male und female.” It does, and I know of one 
14 year old who will be deprived of a view of it. But in « civili- 
sation seventy-five years of age, with an Art institute and an 
Orchestra, a Drama league, a public library, and a Philadelphia- 
Chicago opera company, there should be a mature public.who can 
see and enjoyably appreciate an honest (though brilliant) exposi- 
tion of the kind. “The Affairs of Anatol” is a play to be 
attended by cleanly people, by people who know, by people who 
are broad and wise and aloof, who are clear eyed, en the level— 
with no smutty corners in their brains to make them indignant 
with every bit of sprightly candor. 

However, one must not become otherwise serious with ~ Anatol ™ 
just because Schnitzler wrote it. Forgetting the Viennese tradl- 
tions of Grillsparger, Bauernfeld, Raimund, and Halm, of Yon 
Hofmanstahl and Schoenberr, and of Schnitzler himself, we can 
look on “ Anato’” as something to be intelligently amused by, not 


es a shrine. Half gay, half sad, a thing written, one imag- 


ines, for the sheer pleasure of it and with no thought but to 
give enjoyment to the adult. And paraphrased, too, by Mr. Gran- 
ville Barker, the sanest and most brilliant figure in the English 
speaking theater, it affords a happy evening, and if one proves 
oneself unworthy of it he is himself to blame. It should be 
attended by the unlectured, the undramaleagued, by those whose 
culture is not a chart, dy those who are inclined by nature, not 
foreed by vanity, to have pleasure in a work of art. By those 


-who aré wise as well as pure of heart, by human beings sweet 


enough and big enough to know that there is life outside the sui- 
urbse—polished, brilliant, sensitive, primitive, artificial life, not 
our lives (of course) but none the less authentic and little the 
less to be contemplated. It ought to be as easy to have sympathy 
and interest in Anatol and his frailties as in those of a sad heroine 
by Mr. Hardy or Mr. Galsworthy. 


There Are Other Opinions of “‘Anatol.” 


But there are those who look on “The Affairs of Anatol” 
as a vicious circle of adultery, with the trail of the seipent over 
every episode. Their point of view is explicable. So is that of 
those whoa believe the Anatol type to be exclusively Viennese and 
thus incapable of being understood by either American actors or 
American audiences. Anatol  oesn't really seem to be so unique. 
There are in America idle young bachelors like Anatol, with taste 
in pictures and furniture and everything but women, making 
timid explorations into the emotions, sitting on the rim of things 
and pecking at life, daring but helpless. He seems to be rather 
different in every incident of the entertaining series, and Ms 
Barrymore, who acts the role in Mr. Winthrop Ames’ production, 
makes him so. A man who is interested in emotions rather than 
sensations is the way Mr. Marrymore pictures him, and that is 
as good a way as any of the many | have heard suggested. A 
likable, experienced, ingenuous chap, irresponsible, a “ toy philow 
opher,” one who, as he says, sips life rather than swallows it, 
viewing existence as a fragrant wine—tingfng romance with me> 
ancholy, tempering little happinesses with little regrets, a sophis- 
ticated ingénue as comzared with the wise and quiszical a.ax, so 
well impersonated by Mr. Oswald Yorke. 

The rather dull young women of the play are made interesting 
by the personalities of the young women who play them. They do 
not quite seem to jibe with Anatol, some of them, though I have 
a statement from Miss Voris Keane, the Mimi with a bunger for 
oysters and a chorus man, that she copied her impersonation 
accurately from her impressions of Miss Mary Garden. They are 
not an unhappy lot-—Gabrielle, the most “moral,” excepted-— 
and they are most effectively acted. Emily, with the embers of 
her memories of other loves, is beantifully done by Mrs. Barry- 
more, and the forgetful Bianca by Miss Gail Kain. The stormy 
Lona, too, by Miss Isabelle Lee. I have commended previously 
the levely picture of Gabrielle by Miss Katherine Emmett in the 
episode in front of the tiower shop.

Something About Madame Simone. 


Whatever may be the verdict on Madame Simone’s especia! 
talents as not only an expert player but also an inner circie 
exponent of the “ naturalistic” method, the fact remains that 


she comes to us armed as has come none of her contemporaries 


from Paris. Bernhardt has been an intervailic visitor for 
thirty years, but she has not yet undertaken to act in our 
tongue; Rejane’s repute as the foremost comedienne of the pe- 
riod remained a repute, so far as the vast body of American 
playgoers was concerned, because she, too, spoke her own lan- 
guage, and the beautiful Jane Hading came and departed as did 
her co-star of that season, 1888-89, Coquelin, without having made 
an impression save on the comparatively few who knew the 
tongue or who were sufficiently sensitive to the appeal of good 
acting for its own sake not te care as to the particular speech 
employed. Simone's facility in English ig heralded as remark- 
able; her assurance in the matter was exemplified when, some 
years ago, she crossed the channel and played a season in the 
St. James theater, London, with Sir George Alexander in 
“T/Adversaire” and other translated French plays.

When, a year 
ago, Mr. Tyler selected “ The Thief” as the play for her American 
debut, be simply followed his desires in the matter, but be paid 
homage to the precedent that our audiences prefer to see the 
actors of foreign speech in familiar plays. Thus, “ Camille” was 
always Bernhardt’s main lure when among us, with the Gardou 
pieces made familiar by the late Fanny Davenport as second 
choice, although she, herself, preferred to act in “ Phedre" and 
other examples of classic French drama. Similarly, Rejane pat 
foward “Mme, Sans-Gene” as her chief reliance in this coun- 
try, as Mounet-Sully, when here in 1894, used “ Hamlet,” and as 
Coquelin, when last here, in 1900, used “ Cyrano,” which had 
been made familiar by Mr. Mansfield a season or two previously. 

But New York had had enough of “ The Thief,” and wanted na 
more of Simone’s second appeal, “The Whirlwind,” than it had 
taken two years before from Mile. Marietta Olly; and it was not 
until Mr. Tyler did what he had preferred doing all along and 
staged “ The Return from Jerusalem” that the public gave to 
the lady from Paris any attention whatever. From all accounts 
that attention was of a kind and a degree that more than atoned 
for the neglect of her efforts in the two pieces which M. Bernstein 
had written. for her,

Also About Her Play. 


As te the play itsef, it had its celebrity at its premifre the 
occasion of one of those amazing Paris “riots,” and for about 
300 nights thereafter; and a run that long is uncommon in Paris. 
To what extent, if any, the play was inspired by the state of 
mind in regard to the Dreyfus case, which was still alive in 1903, 
Maurice Donnay, the author, bas never vouchsafed an explana- 
tion, contenting himself with denying-that he kad written in a 
spirit of pro-Semitism or anti-Semitism. He went so much 
further as to admit that he sought to prove that religion is less a 
personal than a tribal matter and less an emotion guided by the 
mind than by inherent feeling, and that he “simply happened to 
select a brilliant Jewess and an intellectual gentile as being arch- 
types of the conflicting prejudices which neither could control.” 
The title is, of course, symbolical, but with that definite Attach- 
ment to the foreground of the story that is a distinctive Frenci 
gift in the naming of plays and novels.

| ance of “ Chains,” Miss Elizabeth 
Baker's study of clerk life in London, trans- 
lated into American idioms by Porter Emer- 
gn Brown. 

The play was done originally by Mr. Froh- 
gan in London two years ago. At that time 
it created considerable a#tir, both because it 
was unusvally true to the subject treated, 
end because Miss Baker. the author, was 
herself a stenographer and wrote from a full 
heart of the minor tragedies she observed 
about her. 7 

Mr. Frohman was under agreement to pro- 
duce the play in America, but not at any 
specific time, and he evidently has been 
putting it off from season to season because 
he did not believe American audiences could 
appreciate the English types and atmosphere 
with which the play is filled. Hence the 
translation. 

Mr. Brown has shifted the locale and al- 
tered some of the Wialogue. He also has in- 
jected a bit of localized comedy by the in- 
troduction of a slangy youth who is a de- 
cldedly close copy of Jimmy Gilley in 
“Bought and Paid For.”

tNRY* GOLDING DEARTH, in his 

talk to the Antiquarians last Tues- 

day, spoke of the present revival of 
interest in Gothic art, manifested by 

the competition among dealers and 
collectors to secure fine specimens of Gothic 
design in textiles, furniture, eculpture in 
wood and stone, paintings, etc. He declared 
the renaissance to have been a blight upon 
art, haking the development of spontaneous 
and indigenous design, and imposing upon 
European nations, instead of this. a system 
of rules derived from the Greeks and Ro- 
mans. 
This is all one phase of the modern revolt 
against realism. The ideal of renaissance 
painting and sculpture was the reproduction 
Of life and natural form within the definite 
forms imposed by the established conven- 
tions; the clear sanitles and harmonious pro- 
portions of classic architecture. The artists 
of the renaissance had their own conven- 
tions, it is true; they simplified and modified 
and magnified the natural and spiritual 
rhythms of life, but their effort was to re- 


' produce, or to idealize, if you will, the man- 


Ifestations of life as they appear to the eye. 


_ They did not strive to express more than the 


eye can see, to wring out of visualized forms 
their: Ulusions and distortions, to represent 
the feeding of the mind upon familiar phe- 
nomena, until art becomes an intellectualiz- 
ing of sense, an extraction of mystery out of 
actualities, a quintessence of ideas and 
visions founded remotely upon nature's pan- 
orama of moving forms and colors, but in no 
sense literally bound to them. 


= 

The great artists of the Renaissance were 
Hot realists in the modern sense, but neither 
were they metaphysicians. Even religious 
ideas became intensely concrete to them and 
went into marble or upon canvas in the ideal- 
ized portraits of their neighbors. The 
Dutchmen went further toward:realism; they 
did not try to idealize their neighbors, but 
painted them with all their imperfections 
on their heads;: but they also were seers in 
that they were profound enough to perceive 
and express the beatity that exists in the 
most ordinary human being or aspect of 
nature. 

So in one way or another these ideals, 
which flooded Europe at the Renaissance, 
have enthralled ever since the art of the 
western world. They overwhelmed, de- 
stroyed, the more mystical, less clear and 
defined and formulated ideals of Gothic art, 
and imposed themselves to a certain degree 
even upon a mystic like Dtirer or a rebel 
against convention like Millet. From the 
early Renaissance until nearly the present 
century art has been content with the ac- 
cepted plastic terms of concrete expression; 


ft has not tried to cast off all formule and 


attempt to express the inexpresalble. 


slain 

Perhaps. the first strong influence in this 
direction was the modern development of 
music, whose natural kingdom is the inex- 
pressible. Music, not béing bound by liter- 
ary meanings or plastic materials, may In- 
vade the undiscovered country, exploring ob- 
scure emotions and fleeting psychic har- 
montes until the tncommunicable truths of 
feeling, the ideas that lie beyond sense, the 
light that never was, are revealed to the 
enrapt mind. Art has envied music this free- 
dom of suggestion, has sought for means of 
escaping its bounds and entering this de- 
materialized province. But paints and can- 


vas, marble and bronge, have to be reckoned - 


with as definite static entities, not movable 
and intangible like sounds. 

The second strong influence against the 
ideals of the Renaissance has been oriental 
art. The opening of Japan and the discovery 
and importation of its treasures; modern 
travel and arch@ological research in Egypt, 
India, Syria, etc.; the awakening of China 
and the opening up of her hidden monuments 
and collections, a process which has just 
begun—all these have shaken the old ideals 
as nothing else could and convinced even the 
most hardened classicist that Greece did not 
gay the only authentic and fundamental 
word in art. 
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The reaction of modern occidental art under 
the. stimulus of these ancient but newly dis- 
covered ideals has been natural and healthy, 
so far as it goes, in spite of inane or insane ex- 
cesses due to youthful fervor or egotistio 
self-advertisement. Even the occult antics 
ef cubiste and futurists are in quest of e 
grain of truth, and some genius may yet 
arise to simmer down their ideas into some- 
thing worth preserving. The trouble with 
the occidental reaction to oriental art is not 
that it has gone eo far but that it has not 
gone far enough; that it has been not too 
fervent but too shallow, The heart of the 
east is not to be discovered in a modern half 
century rush, but it is bound to be labori- 
ously sought for by the slower and more pro- 
found thinkers and seers of the future. The 
curtain, once drawn between east and west, 
cannot be dropped again. 

The present revival of interest in gothic 
art is then part of the larger movement. 
Modern art is impatient of the narrowness 
of renaissance ideals. In violent reaction 
it longs to get rid of them, and it strikes 
across the centuries to gothic art, which 
Was an outgrowth of medieval religious 
mysticism, of a system of thought devised

from the orient. Gothic art tried, like music, 
to express the inexpressible, to poetize in 
enduring stone elusive states of the soul. The 
religious mysticisth which inspired it we 
have lost, but we are losing also scientific 
dogmatism and entering perhaps upon a 
new period of thought, a kind of mysticism 
founded upon larger knowledge and deeper 
science. Who can tell whether this new 
period of closer human fellowship, of freer 
and vaster dreams, wil! not prove the inspira- 
tion of a greater, more universal art? 


_— 

The new acquisitions of the antiquarians 
include some Gothic pieces of considerable 
interest. Of these the best is a small ala- 
baster relief of the fifteenth century, a coro- 
nation of the Virgin with saints and cherubs, 
of fine quality and great beauty. There are 
some noble fragments of Gothic capitals and 
two or three stone statues, formerly poly- 
chrome, one of St. Catherine of alexandria 
being especially good. Also there are a few 
pieces in wood—a Madonna with the chi’d 
and St. Anne, a fine buffet of about 1500, 
and a Gothic bench, pure and simple in sty}>, 
from the manor of Ango de Varengeville. 

Of later pieces there is a beautiful little 


Pieta in stone, probably French of the sev- 
enteenth century; also two chaigs, said to 
be from Rubens’ studio, and others more 
ornate, And the wonderful little Chinese 
panels of Kien-Lung K’'o-sse, very pure 'n 
style and rich in color, the subjects gayly 
illustrating Chinese legends. 

The western artists’ exhibition makes an 
unusually good show this year. One’s first 
notice always omits certain pictures to which 
one returns with_a sense of reproach. “ In 
the Garden,”’ by F. F. Fussman, for exampic, 
should have been mentionedvas one of the 
best figure pictures cn the walls, a real plain 
air study of a woman in white, done simply 
and in his own manner, not imitated from 
Giverny. Alice Schille’s portrait of a child, 
though less engaging than some of her work, 
has excellent qualities of color and handling. 
S. B. Linder’s portrait of the late J. H. Van- 
derpool is done tothe life. And Kar! Buehn’'s 
three pictures show real delicacy of touch

In every state where progress ts bel 
made in road improvement there is state cian 
county codperation in the care of main high- 
Ways. The state benefits by improved roads. 
In its early days Illinois gave to railroads 
thousands of acres of land for the purpose 
of encouraging | the improvement of rail 


' transportation. As yet it has done little for 


the public highway, which is the farmer's 
railroad. It takes him from his farm to the 
town; it carries his crop from the field to the 
loading station. In some of our IHinois coun- 
ties the public roads are impassable to loads 
for more than 100 days in the year. That 
means business, social, educational, religious 
stagnation for nearly a third of every year. 
It means that the farmer has to hurry his 
crop to market during a season of good roads 


The mud in the road during bad weather

Land 
values suffer from bad roads. If it is the 
business of the state to erect schools and pro- 
vide teachers for our children, it is also the 
business of the state to see that children 
are abie to Vel to school. If it is the 
business of the state to assist the farmer 


‘and save him money when his hogs are af- 


fiicted with cholera, it is just as much the 
business of the state to see that he does not 
lose money when he hauls the hogs to market 
over the public road. Social life in some 
parts of our state is at a low ebb because of 
bad roads. Thousands of women: who, feel 
the isolation most go insane on farms. The 
attendance at our churches suffers when 
travel is bad. Boysand girls desert the rural! 
districts for the cities because bad roads 
keep them within narrow confines during 
long winter and spring months. The general 
welfare will be promoted by an era of good 
roads, and it becomes apparent, I believe, 
that the state and the county should co- 
operate im their construction and mainte- 
nance.

The value of our public roads runs close to 
$75,000,000. Each year in Illinois we spend 
$7,000,000 for roads and bridges. In any 
other line of public or private enterprise the 
running of a $75,000.00 enterprise at an an- 
nual outlay of $7,000,000 would be along sys- 
tematic business lines. There would be a 
head some place, a source of authority.

Engineers of the federal government dem- 
onstrate that 20 per cent of the roads carrv 
about 20 per cent of all traffic and that 15 
to 20 per cent of road mileage carries 60 to 
70 per cent of local farm traffic. Improved 
market roads connecting the county seats 
and principal cities and towns of the state 
would make about 20 per cent of the total 
mileage in Ilinois. It is these roads wiich 
bear the brunt of travel both local and for- 
eign. On these the state and county should 
codperate. 

4. Improvement, maintenance, and 
control of remaining roads (about 80 
per cent of the whole) under super- 
vision ef county and township au- 
thoriti 

The lateral roads should be left to the con- 
trol of the local authorities under competent 
county and township jurisdiction. These 
roads are all important, for they make up 
the highways over which the farmer must 
haul his crop to reach the main road. Each 
local community should solve the question 
of secondary roads for itself, deciding wheth- 
er any should be made hard roads and drag- 
ging and draining the earth roads. It is the 
practice in some states to have county engi- 
neers or county superintendents, who may 
be the county surveyors, coSperate with the 
township commissioners on these roads. 

5. Effective measures to guarantee 
maintenance after roads are once con- 
etracted. | 

Some states have learned by hard expert- 
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ence that maintenance is just as important 
as, if not more important than, original cor- 
struction. A road may as well not be im- 
proved as to leave it without maintenance,

There is no more reason why 
a taxpayer should pay his tax in work than 
why he should do a day’s work on the rail- 
road to pay for the shipment of an exprees 
package. 

9. Compulsory dragging of all dirt 
roads. 

The road drag is a wonder worker. It 
transforms a mire into a boulevard. A 


compulsory drag law in Iowa has given that | 


state some of the best roads in the west. 
Iowa, like the greater portion of IMinois, 
must depend on its dirt roads. Iowa roads 
used to be worse than those of Illinois. Now 
they are uniformly better, because of the 
compulsory drag haw. 

10. Safety of road users, such as 
“gules of the road,” and the proper 
construction and guarding of cross<- 
ings at railroads and intersection of 
streets and highways. 

At all intersections of roads, weede and 
other obstructions should be cut down. At 
railroad crossings every obstruction which 
cuts off a view of the tracks from the road 
a reasonable distance back should be re- 
moved. On the main highways there should 
be extra danger signals and at some there 
should be gates and flagmen. There is a 
heavy death toll from grade crossings in the 
country, and it can be cut down by law.

Estimates of the probable production for 
the coming year vary widely, because many 
motor car manufacturers can regulate their 
output to correspond with demand.

Motor vehicles are used for industrial, com- 
mercial, municipal, and federal purposes by 
more than 250 distinct lines of business. More 
than 4,000 are operated in New York and 
more than 2,000 are registered in Chicago.

The total average cost of operation and 
maintenance of gasoline machines ranges 
from about $8.50 per day for a one ton truck 
to $18.50 a day for a ten ton truck. The aver- 
age for electric vehicles is approximately 
two-thirds of these figures, but their mileage 
ig proportionately less. ° M costs a little more 
than $5.50 a day to keep and use a one horse 
outfit, and $8.50 a day for a two horse team. 
but a horse or team cannot average more 
than fifteen miles a day against from fifty 
miles for a five ton motor truck to 100 or more 
for a one ton truck. : 

The actual cost per ton mile of hauling 
with horees in the city is from 14 to 18 cents 
with a double team and from 20 to %5 cents 
with a single horse. The cost per ton mile 
with motor trucks, all items of overhead ex- 
pense included, is from about 7 cents for a 
five ton truck to 11% cents for a one ton 
truck. In department store work with elec- 
tric vehicles the cost of delivery varies from 
about cents to 10 cents per package. 

The lower cost of doing work with power 
wagons is, however, only one of the principal 
advantages realized from their use. Their 
increased speed and mileage capabilities en- 
able a store to reach out into new territory 
too far to be served by horse delivery, and to 
gain new customers by the quicker service. 
They also are more dependable and regular 
than horses in bad winter weather and dur- 
ing the midsummer season. All large users 
testify to thie. 

Most of the truck makers have added en- 
tirely new models to their lists for the com- 
ing year, and have embodied improvemen‘s 
that increase the efficiency, economy, dura- 
bility, dependability, and conveniencé, and 
improve the appearance of the power wagon. 
No business man can be sure that he is not 
loging money on his hauling or delivery 
gervice or that he is posted on motor trucks 
until he has seen and compared the latest 
modela.

McGov- 
ern, who’ had shown an inclination to allow 
the game to go on between evenly matched 
fighters of white color, hammered down the 
lid and Kenosha became dead pugilistically. 


Spoils Promise of Sport. 

The real resumption of the sportywith the 
Charley White-" Pal” Moore combat gave 
promise of a winter’s sport, and undoubtedly 
the promoters could have gone right alone 
staging shows with classy performers had 
not the pickpocket fraternity intrudéd itself 
into the picture. This is not the first time | 
it hag happened. Wherever a big fight crowd 
goes there are to be found crooks to make 
the occasion a good one to reap a harvest. 
Hiow to stamp out the evil has been a hard 
problem, but Kenosha intends to solve it by 
closing down the lid,. which ie\a matter of 
regret to those who follow the game.

Hets supposed" 
to| be the property of the Lotisville club; 
which recently announced it was willing to 
trade him to Cincinnati for Pitcher Louder- 
milk and a catcher. But there ts.a well de- 
fined rumor that the Chicago club retains a 
voice in any deal that may be madé for its 
former star pitcher. There is another report 
that the Louisville club has not “ settled *’ 
for Brown's release and does not éxpect to

The Cu roster 
of yesterday may be nothing like the Cub 
roster of tomorrow, but, taking a snap shot 
at it between trades, there are twelve pitch- 
ers, five catchers, ten infielders, and nine 
outfielders at the disposal of the Trojan 
leader. 

Tt is the earfrest desire of the west side 
management to add at least otie experienced 
man to the slab staff at the sacrifice of a 
handful or so ‘of out or inflelderes if necessary, 
if*’some other club Owner will listen to rea- 
son:'-~So far the other seven club owners 
heve turned deaf ears to all propositions. 

It is the betfef of President Murphy and 
Manager Evers that the acquisition of one 
reliable pitcher, preferably a left hander 
(although that obviously constitutes a para- 
dox), would make a pennant winning team 
out of the Cubs. Also that the possession 
of some of the surplus infield and outfield 
material now -on the Cub list would make 
seme other club in the league a near pennant 
winner. 

Looking for Good Pitcher. 

To get the right kind of pitcher the Cubs 
might be “willing to part with some of thel; 
twelve hurlers of assorted sizes, ages, and 
deliveries. Four of them are left handere 
and the other eight pitch from the north 
side of their anatomies. Four of the dozen 
are veterans—Reulbach, Richie, Smith, and 
Leifield. Three are experienced members of 
fast company—Humphries, Cheney, and 
Lavender. Toney is a pitcher of near ex- 
perience, and the otrer four are newcomerr 
—Madden, Pierce, Powell, and Sommers. Of 
these last. four Powell is the oniy. right 
hander. 

‘Any attempt to guess at the ultimate per-. 
sonnel of the slab staff in. these days,of un- 
certainty would be unprofitable, but here is 
same. of the dope on the new men on the 
staff :. ; : 

Humphries, who wae qnacnet in the deal 
with Cincinnati by. which Tinker became 
manager of the. Reds, is no stranger to west 
side fans. He is a right hander and.one of 
the few Red pitchers who survived the fran- 
tic endeavor of, the Cincinnati owners to 
shape up a siab staff last season. It is re- 
called that Manager O'Day had twenty- 
four pitchérs ™ the game at one time or 
another.’ 

“Humphries Fourth Among Reds, 

Humphries was fourth among Cincinnati 
pitchers in effectiveness, according to Sec- 
rétary Héydler’s method ‘of rating effi- 
ciéric$, but ranked higher than Moore of 
the Phillies, Reulbach of the Cubs, or Har- 
mon of the Cardinals, who have earned some 
fame on the mound. Humphfies lHves in a 
spacious locality, judging by his home ad- 
dress, which ts California, Pa. He is mar- 
ried and a player of good habits, which qual. 
fies him for memberstip in the kind of team 
the Cub boss is trying to put together. 

Of the unknowns, Bill Powg!! ts most high- 
ly»touted. He is a big righthander, whe 
pitehed for Kansas City last season and was 
credited with twenty-seven victories and 
twelve defeats. He is not a spitter but de- 
pends on speed and curves, of which he ought 
to have plenty, as he Is close to 6 feet 3 inches 


tall and tips the scales at a proportionate 
figure.

THINKS FASTER THAN COBB. 


Fleet Batsman’s Safe Bunt Turned 
Inte Forceout at Third Base.

The greatest “inside piay I ever saw 
pulled in a game of crucial importance is of 
compacatively modern date. The leading 
actors engaged in it were two of the mos: 
‘famous men of these days in; baseball. and 
the stake was a world’s championship in 
addition to 20 per cent of the players’ pool 
Mordecai Brown pulled the play and Tyrus 
Cobb was the victim. The date was Oct. 13, 
1908, and the place Bennett park, Detroit. 

So much has been said, written, and

Rules Will Kill Event. 


SUGGESTS SIMPLE CHANGES. 


Quinn Would Increase Weight of Ball 


and Shorten the Handle. 


BY WILLIAM E. QUINN. 

{Coach Harverd Field Event Squed.] 
Cambridge, Maes., Dec. 21.—[Special.)— 
What is to be done with the hammer throw? 
during the last few years, ana now demands 
immediate attention. 

The basis of the whole difficulty is that 
the event has outgrown its surroundings. 
Many years ago when they used a rigid 
wooden handle with a sixteen pound ball 
attached a strong man weighing 200 pounds 
eould not throw it more than 100 feet, for he 
did not know how to use more than one turn. 

Ae the sport came to be studied and de- 
veloped scientifically the hammer thrower 
acquired more and more skill. A flexible 
wire handle was substituted for the clumsy 
wooden one, and now in our intercollegiate 
meetings we find a number of men throwing 
over 150 feet and some of them approach- 
fng 170 feet. 


Fields Too Small for Event. 

The result has jbeen that the event cannot 
be conducted safely on the ordinary athletic 
fielé encircied by @ quarter mile track. At 
Penneyivania thie is still done, but at the 
other colleges it has » found necessary to 
tedlate the event, remove it to some back lot 
or other conveniently adjacent territory. 

As conditions exist now, it really is not a 
part of the athletic program so far as the 
apectator is concerned; and I believe! this 
igolation detracts somewhat from the tnter- 
est in the event from the point of view of the 
competitor. It is too Interesting an event 
for the spectator and too valuable an event 
for the athlete to be lost entirely. 

At present the two weight events, shot and 
hammer, scarcely afford sufficient opportu- 
nity for the heavy man to exploit himself, 

Probably many who attend track athletic 
contests oe never have seen a hammer 
throw n. What then ts to be done 
to bring the hammer throw back into itsown 
and give it justice? 


Solution of the Problem. 

To me simpiest and most efiectivé se- 
lution of problem isasfollows: Increase 
the weight of the ball to twenty-one pounds 
and. shorten the handle to three feet. Let 
all the other conditions and rules remain 
precisely the same as they are today. Thus

Bingen Success in Figures. 

The extreme success of the Bingen strain 
is shown by «the fact that it is responsibie in 
the mele line for nearly one-fourth of the 
202 2:20 or better trotters credited in 1912 
to the thirty-six stallions in the list of sires 


of five or more, the Bingens furnishing sev- - 


enty~one of the total. Bingen himself has

Allen Horses Win $62,422.

North could not possibly have saved a 
trick except by continuing his diamond lead 
with none left in the dummy, and that no de- 
cent player would do. The work of east and 
west illustrates the highest type of partner 
ship bidding.

I therefore took care in the selection of the 
equipment, Each division of the business-— 
hats, ties, collars, shirts, night clothes, 
jewelry, and small accessories—was given 
a department.of its own with a display coun- 
ter running completely around the store 
with a break, of course, at the entrance which 
was on the corner.

Cash Business Helps Credit. 

“Tvhave discounted every bill I have con- 
tracted since I have been in business for 
myself, Naturally my credit.has gone up 
Even when I was 
a one store concern the largest manufac- 
turers in the country were anxious to do 
business with me, 


“My three years as a clerk had given me 
@ rough idea of what constituted a well 
balanced stock and though I made a-few 
unavoidable mistakes at first they were not 
serious and experience had been a good 
teacher to me in: this matter, 
patterns and styles had always been good, 
but people’s tastes. differ. I found that as 
a rule the more refined a customer is the 
more conservative are his tastes in dress. 
A young man is apt to select high colors 
or white shirts, and an older man the darker 
stripes. Women as a fule will paw over 
most of the stock. patterns and then select 
a gaudy design. However, it takes all sorts 
of tastes to make a business and I tried 
to satisfy them all. 


“IT do not sell on credit. I would rather 
sell a dollar's worth of goods for real cash 
than $3 on credit, and I would rather make 
a gross profit-of 25 per cent in real money 
than 90 per cent on paper. -It is this rule 
which has enabled mé to buy to such great 
advantage. When my doors close at night 
I know just where I stand and that my 
profits are not partly bad accounts. 


“I believe the best merchandising meth- 
ods are those which offer a good article at 
a fair price. I do not mean by this I do 
not employ special schemes occasionally, 
but they are more for protection than any- 
thing else, If a competitor offers a motor- 
eycle to the holder of a certain sales check 
the rest of us feel that we must do like- 
wise. and I greatly question the wisdom of 
such plans, especially in the heart of the 
city where competition is so relentless. 
If a merchant could originate a scheme of 
that kind andssecure a patent on it it might 
benefit him, but he can be assured that, 
besides adding to his selling expense, his 
thunder will be stolen the moment his win- 
dows announce the contest, or rebate coupon 
or Whatever it is he has to offer. There 
are excéptions to every rule, however.

Married Men More Reliable. 


“ My salesmen and my show windows con- 
stitute the two big guns of my selling organ- 
izatiom Window dressing is an art and as 
such should only be intrusted to men who 
have Gecome specialists in that line. I have 
never tried to economize in that direction. 
This ig a day and an age of specialists,-and 
the amateur who attempts to equal the work 
of trained men is almost certain to produce 
only mediocre results. Whenever I had 
some particularly good bargain to offer I 
made use of the dally papers with excellent 
results. 


“The salesmen are carefully trained in all 
the fine details of the business and know that 
they will immediately lose their jobs if they 


are caught misrepresenting the goods. In 


hiring my ‘men, all other conditions being 


| equal, I employ the married man, as he is apt 
, to be more reliable and to realize that his 


| future depends upon the future of the house. 
To further this idea I have put my company 
into the form of a corporation and have al- 
lowed certain of my men to buy an interest, 
thus putting it on a solid basi« of self interest. 
None of my store managers has been brought 
in from the outside, but advanced to their 
present position$ from the ranks. I have 
heard a great many retail merchafits com- 
plain of the indifference or dishonesty of the 
average clerk in their employ, but it ls hardly 
any one’s fault but the owners’. All of us 
are merely boys, grown up. If the teacher 
gave us. ten problems to do we went at it 
with the tenth problem in view as the goal. 
So it is with clerks. If they know that they 
have definite tasks to perform, such as a 
certain total of sales to make, with a definite 
reward for accomplishing the task, it is 
amazing what results can be accomplished. 
Enthusiasm’ may be entirely lacking in a 
mere wage earner, but it is largely due to the 
fact that an Incentive is lacking.”’

“I submitted every suggestion that came 
to my mind that seemed to me worth while, 
and I took to studying the store service as 
though I owned the place and searched for 
flaws and remedies. 

“Just six months after I first landed the 
job the head of stock in the collar depart- 
ment just next to ours was discharged, leav- 
ing a vacancy to be filled from the ranks. In 
the meantime my old friend of the stockroom 
had been brought down upon the floor and 
made assistant superintendent and he imme- 
diately suggested me for the collar job. 
Through his efforts I got the position which 
brought with it a substantial increase of sal- 
ary. 

“From that time on my progress upward 
was a steady climb. “I didn’t let: my frst 
success disturb my old ideas and kept stead- 
lly ‘at work planning and suggesting and 
helpitig in every way that occurred to me. 
The results came a litle slowly sometimes, 
and at others I felt that certain pet schemes 
of mine were turned down unnecessarily 
hard and others seemingly given scant ap- 
preciation, but in the main things went along 
swimmingly and promotions came in almost 
every case ae soon as I got toon big for the 
old job.

One of 
our modern writers has choseri to look at this 
matter in a whimsical way which neverthe- 
less has a deep philosophy hidden behind it.

“ There is only one reason why all grown-

fair reason. The reason is that playing with 
toys takes sO very much more time and 
trouble than anything else.

“ You see, each of the positions we adver- 
tised was in our mail sales department.

They were pretty fair jobs. We thoroughly 
explained this in our ad, and no doubt a 
majority of the men who wrote egotistical 
letters really did have something to boast 
about. I do not say fora minute that their 
boasting statements about themselves were 
not true,

Fail to Get Right Viewpoint. 


” But I do say that they all showed a lack 
of the good horse sense necessary to makea 
good sales correspondent, when they let 
their letters of application plainly tell the 
reader that they thought a great deal of 
their own persona! abilities. In other words, 
they took their own viewpoint about the 
matter and entirely failed to show that they 


* appreciated the employer's point of view. 


“ Now, as we all know, one of the chief re- 
quirements of a sales correspondent ts abfl- 
ity to put himself tn the other man’s shoes 
—the man to whom hewrites. He must senge 
the addressee’s attitude and feelings so thor- 
oughly that he will, without trying, say noth- 
ing, at least, that will displease; and egotism 
never fails to displease. 

“ The degree of accuracy and completeness 
with which the correspondent does take the 
addressee’s point of view largely measure 
the results of his work. 

“Then why should not this test be a good 
one on the man who writes the employer for 
a position? Surely @ man; even in an appli- 
cation for a position, who allows himself to 
talk entirely about himeelf, is a man who is 
going to keep on thinking a great deal about 
himself rather than his employer and his em- 
ployer’s customers and interests—and espe- 
cially in this matter of mail sales there is 
nothing that so much drives away trade as 
a letter from a man who gives the customer 
the impression that the writer has a good 
opinion of himself. 

** And the correspondent does not need to 
make a direct. boast in order to give this im- 
pression of egotism, fof the customer is 
quick to read between the lines of a letter, 
er to interpret a certain style of writing or 
the use of certain words that are not quite ag 
simple as other words that would express the 
meaning just as well, as a display of egotism 
on the part of the writer. 

* 
Confidence Not Egotism. 

“Of course this will not be confused with 
confidence. The sales correspondent must 
have confidence that the reader of his letter 
is going to do what he wants him to do. But 
this confidence must arise from the fact that 
the writer fully appreciates and considers 
just how the reader is going to look at his 
proposition. 

* Agia rule, just those two classes of let- 
ters come in reply to my ads—the kind that 
do show .that the writer takes my peint of 
view, and the kind that don’t, which. of 


all the | course, means the kind of letter that :! 


the writer's own personal view of the mat- 
ter. 

“One of the Indications of egotism ts ex- 
treme sensitiveness, and business these days 
is no place for a sensitive man’ But this ia off 
the track of my subject, 

“ Let me illustrate the egotistio letter. 
Now, here's one right here. Or, better, you 
Pick one out of this bunch. I say these are 
al) from egotists. That's right, pick out any 
one of them. Now, let me read you a para- 
graph from this one: 

“ “I know how to say it so that the reader 
will bellevé what I say,’ he says. 

“ Now, that’s a bright remark, isn’tit? He 
just as good as tells me that my proposition 
requires a writer who can make people bde- 
lieve someth.ng that perhaps is not true. 
That's not taking my viewpoint of the mate 
ter, is it? 

*“ Now, here’s how one of the ‘ 10 per cent’ 
says practically the same thing: 

“* This experjence [referring to another 
position as a correspondent], coupled with 
my knowledge of the general merchant, 
gained while traveling for ——, enables me 
to write a simple, clear, and agreeable let- 
ter such as inclines people to buy from the 
house I represent; at least, results in the 
work I am now doing seem to indicate that 
I am a success as a sales correspondent, 

“*That is the reason why I am anxious 
to get a position such as you advertise, where 
the opportunity for a loyal, hard worker is 
big.’

Experience Best Guide. 
“Now, you eee, he clearly takes my point 


._of view. He seems to know that I value ex- 


perience In writing and that I want &@ man 
who knows our prospects, the people with 
whom we deal and want to deal—who are 
in the main general merchants, :3 explained 
in our ad—and he gives experience all the 
credit for his ability to write just the kind 
of letter that he knows I should want him 
to write—simple and persuasive, such as will 
incline people to buy not fsom him, not be- 
Yeve tn him, but In the house he representa. 

“There ere other good things in this let- 
ter, but that is sufficient to ehow the pig dif- 
ference. 

“You could pick out any of those other 
192 ego letters, however, and the ego, or the 
thinge that clearly show that the writer does 
not appreciate the reader's point of view, 
could be pointed out just as clearly. 

“And all this leads up to something I 
have always maintained, that egotism does 
keep men down. for in order to succeed at 
anything a man has got to be able to take 
the other man’s point of yiew, rather be able 
to eee it, and this ig something the egotist 
cannot do. 

“ But before you leave let me Impress thie 
one point again: there’s a difference between 
egotism and confidence.

Kindly give me what information you 
Can concerning La Salle county, Tex., 
and the Bermuda onion industry at 
Cotulla, the county seat. Is this an 
onion belt? H. R. O'R. 
La Galle county {ts situated in the south- 
western part of Texas, one county from the 
Rio Grande. It has an area of 1,707 square 
miles. The surface is undulating, the north- 
ern half being watered by the Frio river and 
the southern half by the Neuces river. There 
are numerous creeks, lakes, tanks, and arte- 
sian wells. Irrigation is practiced with good 
results. The solle are mainly black sandy, 
Diack waxy, red sandy, red clay, and allu- 
vium,-and are all highly productive under 
irrigation. : 
Onions are shipped to market in carload 
lota, while vegetables, tomatoes, and fruits 
are raised on a large scale. Figs, grapes, 
peaches, and plums are among the horti- 
cultural products. All staple field crops are 
grown with success. Stock raising continues 
to be an important occupation. Cotulla, the 
county seat, is reached by the International 
and Great Northern railroad.

—Will you please advise me through your 
interesting department as to the kind of 
crops, fertility of the soll, climate, and rain- 
fall of that part of Louisiana around Clin- 
ton? It this part of the state adapted to 
stock raising and general farming?

Clinton is situated in East Feliciana parish 
or county in the southeastern part of the 
state. The parish contains 298,240 eocres. 
The formation is good upland bluff'land and 
pine hill, the soil being fertile and pro- 
ductive. It is drained by the Comite and 
Amite rivers, Pretty creek, and numerous 
other small creeks. The Yazoo and Mis- 
sissippi River Valley‘ railroad extends 
through the parish, having branch lines 
from Slaughter station to Woodville, Miss.; 
from Ethel station to Clinton, the parish 
seat. There is also a gbort private railroad 
line from McManus to Jackson. The Louis- 
lana Railway and Navigation company's 
line passes through the lower part of the par- 
ish at Port Hudson on to Alexandria, Shreve- 
port, etc. Water is abundant throughout 
the parish and. of excellent quality. 

The chief crop product is cotton, while 
corn, oats, hay, peas, sweet and Irish pota- 
toes, sorghum, sugar cane, tobacce, and 
garden varieties do exceedingly well. The 
fruits and nuts are apples, pears, peaches, 
pecans, figs, plums, quinces, pomegranates, 
grapes, and the smaller varieties. 

The live stock industry is successfully 
conducted and numbers of fine blooded cattle 
and horses are bred, while sheep and hogs 
thrive remarkably well. Since the advent 
of the boll weevil stock raising and dairying 
have been largely increased'and corn, pea- 
nuts, and other feed crops have about 
doubled the former yields. 

The timber is oak, beach, pine, gum, elm, 
poplar, hickory, magnolia, holly, cottonwood, 
willow, cypress, walnut, and sycamore. 

Land is worth from $3 to $20 per acre.

Above all other requirements 
for a good climate the differences between 


‘summer heat and winter cold should not 


be too great. Louisiana stands in this re- 
spect almost at the head of the states. She 
is bleased with uniform temperature. 

The average yearly rainfall at New Or- 
leans is about seventy inches, decreasing in 
quantity as one goes northward, with forty- 
five inches as an average in the extreme 
northern part The heaviest showers fall 
in summer during the growing season. Win- 
ter comes next in its quantity of rainfall, 
while the springs and autummns are the dry 
seasons, with only occasional showers, Such 
seasons are conducive to the welfare of the 
staple crops of that section—<cotton, sugar 
cane, and rice—dry eprings permitting a suc- 
cessful planting’ and cultivation of these 
crops, and dry autumns, so essential! to the 
rapid and economical harvesting of them.

Around Oakland, Oregon. 

Chicago.—[Back to the Land Bureau.]— 
Please give me general information in your 
valuable paper about the Umpqua river 
valley, Douglas county, Ofe., especially 
around Oakland. H. E. K. 

The agricultura} heart of western Oregon 
is made up of three great valleys, the Wil- 
lemette, the Umpqua, and the Rogue. They 
aré in this order from north to south. Of 
the region tributary to Oakland, included 
within. a twenty mile radius, about two- 
thirds are in tilth and one-third wooded, Un- 
like the coniferous forests, there is no under- 
brueh and excellent pasturage is afforded 
under the broad apreading shade of the oak 
copses. 

The rainfall is edequate for general pur- 
posed of crop production and comes when 
needed most. Storms and heavy destructive 
downpours are unknown, but in their stead 
come a eeries of light rains and drizies (the 
famous Oregon mists) that stimulate all 
vegetation into remarkable luxuriance. The 
total precipitation (about thirty-five inches) 
is really no greater than in many localities in 
the east or the Mississippi basin, but its even 
distribution makes it of great value to the 
growing pliant. 

If there is one department of the Oakland 
farm which pays better than another it is the 
production of poultry, especially turkeys. 
All the year round eae dally average of 300 
pounds of poultry goes out from Oakland. 

As a fruit producing point Oakland is com- 
paratively little known, but it has been 
demonstrated that lands about Oakland can 
and do produce as fine fruit as is grown any- 
where in the great. fruit growing sections, It 
is claimed that exactly the same conditions 


prevail there in esol) and climate and that 


thousands of apple, pear, prune, and cherry 
trees are producing fruit, which in quality 
and quantity is in no respect inferior. Oak- 
land fruit, however, has not been produced 
in commercial quantities sufficient to win for 
it a name in the great markets. 
*x 
Land Values May Rise. 

Lané around Oakland Is still held at values 
regulated by a general farming basis. The 
Oakland farmer is just awakening to the 
possibilities of his’ soil, and scores of orch- 
ards 1, 2, and 3 years old are to be seen, 
but the doubling and trebling of land values 
that is expected to come with the maturity of 
these orchards is as yet postponed. 

All varieties of smal] fruit thrive. Straw- 
berries produce 300 to 400 crates per acre, 
bringing prices ranging from $1.75 to $3.50 
per crate. Logan berries yield 300 crates to 
the acre and bring $1.25 to $1.50 per crate. 
Garden truck of all kinds does well. Pota- 
toes produce from 20Q 0 500 bushels to the 
acre, 

While Oregon is not a corn country, corn !s 
grown to advantage in the Unpqua valley, 
largely as a ration in the feeding of cattle. 
All of the grasses do well. Clover and timo- 
thy yield a good tonnage to the acre and pro- 
duce a good quality of hay. Rape, vetch, and 
kale grow abundantly and help to supply the 
balanced ration sought by the farmer who 
is feeding and fattening stock. 

One of the picturesque sights of the region 
about Oakland is the hop field. The hop 
field, moreover, plays an important part in 
the productive scheme of the farm. Oregon 
leads the. union in the production of hops. 
The Unpqua valley shares with other regions 
in this important development of agriculture. 
From Oakland there was shipped last year 
180,000 pounds of hops. 

The cattle yards of the Southern Pacific 
at Oakland are evidence of the part that 
section plays in the cattle industry. All of 
the conditions of soil and climate seem to 
favor the stockman—green pastures, excel- 
lent forage, and mild winters. Much blooded 
stock is also imported to the locality. Dairy- 
ing is an important industry.

Io not use too much glass in the construc- 
tion of your building; it is a conductor of 
frost and will help to cause dampness. Just 
enough giass for light during the cold weather 
and other window or windows covered with 
heavy mrusiin: or light canvas will give far 
better results.* Some poultry raisers use no 
glass at all and have excellent success with 
their flocks. 

Sdme warm water or a hot mash is much 
relished. by the hens in cold weather, but 
the latter should be supplied in limited quan- 
tities. A heat producing grain feed at night, 
such as corn; will also assist in keeping the 
flock comfortable during the winter months, 
but do not make the mistake of feeding only 
this one kind of grain. Fofvls must have va- 
riety and will show better resultson well bal- 
anced grain rations. 

The task of keeping poultry during the 
winter months might not appear ag pleasant- 
ly, but when the work is properly carried out 
the egg yield will more than pay the time 
and special efforts put forward.

Michigan's Upper Peninsula. 

Fowler, Ind.—{Back to the Land Bureau. ] 
—Would you kindly give me your opinton of 
the value of the lend in the upper peninsula 
of Michigan? I am interested in land close 
to Seney, in Schoolcraft county. fF. A. J. 

A large portion of the upper peninsula of 
Michigan lies within the great glacial region 


of the north. Large mountains of snow and 


ice drifted southward over it centuries ago. 
As a result gmall fresh water lakes, marshes, 
and low fertile lands. are everywhere in 
evidence. The glacier soils are found to be 
rich in lime, potash, and marl, plant food 
constituents, .so. essential to the growth of 
farm and horticultural crops. The lowlands 
contain. large quantities of well .rotted or- 
ganic matter, which has accumulated there 
for centuries, and when these lowlands are 
perfectly drained mtich of the nitrogenous 
plant food will be made available to crops. 

Nothing adds more to the success of farm- 
ing than does the ability of the soll to grow 
clover. From one and a half to three tons 
of clover are easily grown, it ts dafmed, on 
the solls of the upper peninsula, and fom 
three to five tons of al are grown on 
this same land. Clover in ite wild 
state on the cutover lands, in wood lots, mn the 
pastures and meadows, in fact, everywhere 
where the soll is reasonably well drained, 

Thé upper peninsula now has more than 
8,000 farmers that operate diversified and 
specia) farms in every county. Rye, barley, 
oats, peas, buckwheat, sugar beets, and pota- 
toes, as well as all varieties of grasses are 
grown in the upper peningula. It is said to be 
of a common occurrence for farmers to 
thrash from twenty-five to seventy-five 
bushels of oats to an acre, from fifteen to 
twenty-five bushels of rye, from ten to 
twenty bushels of peas, and from twelve to 
twenty tons of sugar beets, while yields of 
200 to 400 bushels of potatoes to the acre have 
been recorded. 

The corn pliant, too, during the last decade 
has become adapted to this latitude and is 
now grown with success, especially in the 
more southern counties of the peninsula. 
Large areas of black, mucky, drained soils 
produce abundant crops of cabbage, celery, 
beans, cucumbers, carrots, tomatoes, squash, 
cttron, turnips, onions, pumpkins, ete. Truck 
farmers have grown from twenty to twenty- 
five tons of these crops from an acre of land. 

Orcharding and fruit raising ie also rapidly 
growing in favor with the farmers every- 
where. Ita good air, its draining, and its 
rolling lands, with north and northeastern 
and northwestern slope make a considerable 
portion of it adapted to fruit raising. 

The upper peninsula, with its 16,237 square 
miles of territory, presents many advent 
for profitable stock raising. There is 
easier or cheaper way of turning wild land 
into farm land: than by pasturing it with 
sheep and hogs. Poultry raising is Que 
becoming am important industry. 

Many of the settiers who come to. the upper 


peninsula are foreigners hailing from dairy. 


countries in Europe. These emigrants are 
familiar with the work of dairying and have 
found success here. 

The soils of the upper peninsula are of the 
clayey and sandy loam type, underlaid here 
and there with considerable limestone rock 
and gravel, 

We have no accurate information on the 
prices of developed farms, but the cutover 
lands can be bought at prices usually rang- 
ing from $4 to $10 per acre. 

The county agriculture) schools. in. the 
upper peninsula are the first of their kind 
in the state of Michigan. Their successful 
operation does the greatest service to the 
farmers of the entire state. They assist the 
farmers in solving many perplexing prob- 
lems and disseminate agricultural knowledge. 
These schools educate the boy and giri 
countryward instead of backward. They 
create interest and inspire dignity and love 
of the farmer’s calling. 

The pecullar location of the upper peninsula 
with reference to the harge cities, which are 
centers of trade for the middle northwest, 
her close proximity to large mining, lumber- 
ing, and manufacturing centers in the pen- 
insula, her railroad’ and water transportation 
facilities afford the best of markets,

Then a friend took me into 
a poolroom and from that day on my life was 
pretty well regulated. I worked In the day- 
time, went to the boarding house to get my 
supper, dressed, and went off to any one 
of-a dozen poolrooms which I knew and

Given Chance to Sell Waists. 

Christmas came and then the new year 
was ushered in. The factori¢s héd now slack- 
ened up. The season wes over. For some 
weeks to come there would be no work. The 
manufacturers were taking stock in the 
meantime. 

On the fifth floor was the factory of Marx 
Bros., manufacturers of shirtwaists. ‘They, 
too, were taking stock. The senior member 
of the firm' was looking over a heap of ladies” 
waists with a critical eye. 

“They will be out of style next summer,” 
he egaid, turning to his partner. “To keep 
them here for a year or two will hatdly pay. 
We have not the room, - Besittes, goods spoil. 
Call up Klinger Bros. Rar aee if you cannot 
get them to take the lot. Sel them at 25 
cents aplece. They will get. 90 cents apiece 
for them, even !f they are lqst year’s style, 
The material in them is good.” + 

The senior member of the firm then went 
Into his office. I hardly knew what catie 
over me. I followed him, rapped at the door, 
and walked in. 

“ Well. what fs it, John?” he asked. 

I was confused. and, I confess, a Iittte 
frightened. The manufacturer noticed that 
and somehow became Interested. He repeat- 
ed his question and then I stammered forth 
my request. 

“I have long been wishing to get away 
from this job. of elevator boy.’’ I told him.

“ But I did not know what else to do. Now— 
now, the idea came to me that I might try to 
sell these waists.”” I had overheard his con- 
veraation, Iy/told him. If he would he good 
enough to sell me, say, a dozen of these waists 
at first I would risk the $38 which I would 
have to pay for them. I would throw up my 
job and would go out in the city, in the poorer 
sections, and try to sell them. Perhaps, per- 
haps, this might lead to something.

He pushed a button an@ the junior member 

of the firm entered.

waists otherwise.” 

Then turning to me he told me that I could 
have as many waists as I wanted any time I 
was ready. I need not pay for the stock unti] 
I sold it. He would trust me Any time! 
wanted any advice on anything he would be 
giad to be of assistance.

Add Petticoats to Stock. 

The foliowing Monday | started out with 
four cases of waists containing three diff¢r- 
ent sizes and two different patterns. I went 
into the homes of the podr: A dollar was 
what I asked for a waist The goods were 
good. Every housewife could see it. Of 
course it was winter. The waists could not 
be used right away. I had to make it worth 
while for my purchasers to get the waists 
now and keep them for the summer. And I 
did make it worth while. I sold the waists 
for only 75 cents apiece. The dozen of waists 
was gone before evening. I had made $6 
The next morning I took more waists. 

After selling waists for a week 1 came into 
the home of a widow who was the mother 
of several daughters, all of whom were 
working. She looked at the walets and knew 
that they were a bargain. She bought half 
a dozen of them. Then she asked me whether 
I did not also sell petticoats. She would 
take a half dozen white petticoats if she could 
get them as reasone ie, #. I sold the waiste. 
I tolé her I would of the firm with 
whom I was dealing. 

I saw Edward Marx, the senior member of 
the Marx firm, about it the next morning. 
I had sold nearly half of his entire stock of 
waists by this time. end Mr. Marx was favor- 
ably impressed with me. He thought a mo- 
ment, then he said: 

“TI think Steinbach & Co, can fix you out 
on. petticoats. Run over there; they are 
right across the street. Wak a moment, I'll 
give you a card.” 

The card acted ike magic on Steinbach. 
He received me not only courteously but 
graciously... He made me a falr price on 
those petticoats. I took half a dozen of 


them. The widow was mote than pleased 
with the price. She took them, and toid me 
to call around in two months and she might 
want to buy eome more clothes from mé. 
* 
Selis Furniture on Credit. 

The next day another woman took threq 
Valsts and a petticoat from me. She could 
pay me only half the amoynt, she said, but 
would pay the rest two weeks later. I ex- 
tended her credit. When I came back two 
weeks latler she not only paid me the debt 
but ordered a skirt for herseif. I went to 
Steinbach and asked where I could get skirts 
reasonable. He gave me a card to the Im- 
perial Dress company. Here, too, I was 
geti:ing goods at reasonable rates. 

I sold every one of the 200 waists by the 
middle of March and made coneiderable 
money out of the deal. I had some $50 to 
collect yet, as I had given credit to that 
amount. That tled me down to the business. 
1 was now buying recular stock and selling 
tt. Day by cay my fleld of buftiness was ex- 
tending. Once I was asked by a woman 
whether I could not sell her a bureau on 
credit. I was not in the furniture business. 
I did not tell her this, however. Instead I 
told her I would ask the house about it. 
* The house " was one of my favorite bluffs, 
It added much to my prestige, too, by tell- 
ing my customers that I was repretenting & 
big house. and ft did no one any harm. 

I got an introduction to a furniture house. 
I bought the bureau for cash on a wholesale 
basis, and I sold it to my customer at retail 


price and for credit. 
* * 
Big Installment House Now. 

Little by little I built up a business which 
‘required me to have a steady address. I 
rented space room in the office of a merchant 
on the west side. Then business required 
that I buy a horse and wagon to make de- 
liveries and to go about collecting my weekly 
installments on goods sold. At the end of | 
three years I ran across a store which I could 
rent cheaply. I figured out that it would pay. 
to rent the store and buy and store goods 
there whenever I could get these goods at 
bargain prices. IfI could not sell the goods at 
once I figured I could sell them later. It 
would bring good interest on the money in- 
vested. 

That little store was the foundation of my 
present place of business, which, as you see, is 
one of the largest installment houses ir the 
city. Nearly a bundred mem are selling goods 
for me. That girl with the voice so much like 
mother’s ts responsible for this inetaliment 
business of mine. She woke me up. If she 
had appeared on thescene that afternoon and 
startied me by calling out “ seventh floor, 
please,” I hight have been an elevator man 
yet. 

I have never seen that girl since that time, 
but if she ever comes into this store she will 
get a job for life and she won't have to work 
hard, either, believe me,

In learning 
to walk, with infinite difficulty in infancy, 
the: muscles of the lower. limbs are. trained 
to maintain some degree of equilibrium when 
the body is stationary in an upright position,’ 
with the heel flat on the’ ground or only slight- 
ly raised. 

You can see that if

high heels the limb fs supported only. by the 
toes. In. this position the muscular equili- 
brium of the leg and. foot is destroyed. 

The muscles of the posterior region must 
then contract in order to maintain the foot 
in this abnormal position. °

D. R.-B.:. That harmful results often fol- 
low an ignorant method of reducing weight la 
80 well known that prudent persons are 
wont to consult a physician before adopting 
certain massage lotions, internal remedies 
for obesity, regimens of diet, and- severe 
physical exercises.. The matter of food, too, 
can only be safel§ regulated by a physician 
acquainted with the constitution of the indi- 
vidual. Fatal heart disease has been known 
to follow rapid reduction through overlong 
walks before breakfast and ahemiaand long 
Hiness to result from improper diet. 

Physical exercises. within moderation, 
however, can be safely taken by any woman, 
including that most excellent walk before 
breakfast, and the extent of these can be 
regulated to her general condition. You 
should always bear in mind, ‘however, that 
the benefit of physical culture Mes. not so 
much in the amount of exercise indulged in 
as in the regularity with which it is tdken.

H. R. D.: For breakfast eat anything you 
wish and know will agree with you, but be 
sure to masticate’ slowly. Rapid eating and 
incomplete mastication ‘are the ¢atises of 
many stomach and intestinal disorders; and 
even the strongest of us are simply challeng- 
ing disaster when we “ bolt" our food. ‘This 
is so important that I must impress om your 
mind the fact that: your food must be 
chewed thoroughly to secure satisfactory 
results. It is not what you eat but what you 
digest and assimilate that furnishes strength. 
Even when you are in a hurry, a very little 
food, carefully eaten, will do you more good 
than a large quantity, hastily swallowed. 
The subject of dieteties is such a complex one 
that I think each one cf us wil? have to solve 
the preblem in our own way.

Ingrowing nails come from ill fitting shoes.

Ba2- 
fore reaching this stage it is well to cut the 
nall short and square across or slightly con- 
cave. The painful point may be lifted np 
by a tiny pledget of cotton, or if the neighbor- 
ing toes press against each other painfully 
they may be held in place and the pressure 
relieved by a band of adhesive plaster. 

Chilblains occur especially upon the hands 
and feet, and most often affect anzmic girls. 
They may often be cured by wearing cotton 
stockings all the yearround. If the exposure 
to cold hag@ been severe enough to cause 
frostbite, warmth should be slowly restored 
hy rubbing the part with cold wateror snow.

The corn should be relieved from all pres- 
sure.

A good ointment to apply is 5 per cent car- 


bolic ointment or 20 to 50 per cent solution of

Choose stockings with stretchy tops and 
wide hems to hold the garters securely. 


See that the double heels of the stockings 


are not higher than the shoe; nothing is 
uglier than the oblong patch of black ghow- 
ing on an otherwise transparent stocking. 


Stockings should not be too snug. They 
should be elastic and large enough to allow 


for the expansion of the foot in walking. 
The foot may become distorted so gradually 
by gentle pressure that you wil! be cogscious 
of no pain. Shortst ngs are as pernicious 
as short shoes. 

Run a silk thread around the heels of silk 
or lisle stockings; it doubles their wear, es- 
pecially for dancing or outdoor use. 

The feet should be bathed both morning and 
evening, followed by a careful drying. Rub- 
bing is very refreshing to tired feet, whilea 
bath of cologne will tone them up wonder- 
fully. This bath, or one of camphorated oil, 
will also strengthen tender, sensitive feet. 

The nails of the feet should be kept hs 
dainty as those of the hand.

I grant the prevalence and contagiousness

Spread the hurried Christmas 
rush out so thin that it will cover the 
whole year, and there will be all the differ- 


ence between.a torrent foaming through’ 


high and narrow banks and a spring broad- 
ening itself out over a meadow it refreshes 
and beautifies. The Christmas spirit is 
broad enough and elastic enough to stretch 
over a whele twelvemonth without the 
least injury to Itself and with great benefit 
to the twelvemonth and to you!

Miscellaneous Recipes. 

BEEFSTDAK PUDDING—Take a piece 
of beef from rump, chuck, or round and 
cut ft into small pieces. A Mttle ham or 
pork sliced thin also gives a fine flavor. 
Fry one medium sized onion until brown 
in some fat, then add the beef and ham or 
pork. Put in one tablespoonful of flour 
and enough stock or boiling water to cover. 
Season with salt, pepper, parsley chopped 
fine; and one tablespoonful of Worcester- 
shiresauce. Simmer slowly fifteen minutes, 
then add three or four potatoes cut into 
small bits... Cook for twenty minutes longer. 
JAne a deep pie dish with pastry or ordinary 
biscuit dough, pour in the meat mixture, 
Put some stices of hard boiled egg on top. 
Cover with the crust of pastry rolled thin, 
and bake about one-half hour or steam one 
hour. Pin napkin around pie dish and serve 
in same, * 

CANNING SQUASH—Squash may be 
canned at home; it is much better for table 
use or pies and has a much better color 
when cooked than dried squash, Select a 
sound, ripe squabh of any good variety, cut 
in half and remove skin, seeds, and inner 
fiber. Cut in inch cubes, cover with hot 
water and boll until it can be pierced with 
a broom splint... While the squash is cook- 
ing sterilize and fill the cans with boiling 
water, When the squash is cooked pour the 
water out of one can, pack closely with 
the vegetable, fill to overflowing with the 
juice—running a silver knife around to ex- 
clude the air bubbles—and screw on the 
nad Turn upside down till cold, then wrap 
in paper and store in a cool, dark place. 

BLOTTING PAPER—A whole dish of 
very soft blackberriés was upset on my 
light dining room rug, leaving large pools 
of juice when we had scooped up the ber- 
ries. I ran quickly for blotting paper and 
mopped the spots until thoroughly dry. 
No trace of stain remains. I find blotting

CABBAGHR COOKED IN MILK—Few 
persons know how delicate cabbageils when 
cooked in the following way: Slice the 
cabbage very, very thin, taking out the 
coarser parts. Put in a saucepan over a 
slow fire, covering entirely with milk, add- 
ing a generous lump of butter. Simmer 
slowly for about two hours. Grate nutmeg 
over it and adé@ more butter and seasoning 
when served. The milk makes it more nu- 
tritiouz and the coarseness of ordinary

WINTER SALAD—I have four cellar 
windows that receive a fair amount of sun- 
light, so I had boxes made to fit them, and 
here I grow head lettuce for use during the 
winter. By renewing and fertilizing the 
eoll and constantly replanting, I always 
have sufficient lettuce to dress my salads. 
This is not only an economy, but a great 
convenience, for it is difficult to have the 
necessary crisp leaves always on hand, 
while with fine lettuce almost anything 
(and very little of it) will make a salad.

“ As a physician, will you allow me to say 
@ word or two with regard to the debate 
upon. corpoysal punishment that has been 
held in your Corner of our family journal? 

“In the first place, what self-respecting 
~not to say decent—man or woman would 
whip a 19 year old daughter, and what girl 
of that agé would suffer herself willingly 
to be punished in that manner? And ifshe 
would, could she ever afterward have any 
vestige of respect for a father who could 
do such a thing? The mere thought of the 
thing is ridiculous to the American reader.

It will do most of 
them good. and teach them obedience when 
nothing else will. But a girl should never 
be spanked after stie passes her infancy 
nor a boy after he is 12 or 18 years old. If 
spanking up to that age has not cured their 
faults or evil practices, no amount of it 
administered afterward will. 

“ No.right minded parent will ever whip 
a little girl over 7 or 8 years of age.

She probably does not know that 
very recently New York state examined 
into the history of the boyhood of each of 
the criminals confined in the estate prison 
for murder and other terrible crimes and 
found that nine-tenths of them were 
brought up by fathers who flogged them 
constantly until they’ were dead morally 
and every bit of manhood they ever had 
was driven out of them. 

“A prominent educator said once that if 
the parents could be spanked Instead of the 
ehildren, matters would often turn out 
much better.

Stir into it while it is hot two 
tablespoonfuls of butter or other nice* 
shortening, two tablespoonfuls of’ sugar, 
and a little salt. Cool to blood warmth 


and stir in half a yeast cake dissolved in 
one quarter cup of lukewarm milk and 
flour to make a stiff batter. 

Cover and let it rise until it is light. 
Then beat in half a cupful of seeded raisins 
cut in pleces. Beat hard and turn into a 
buttered baking pan. It should be about

rising. When ready for the oven it should 
be brushed with melted butter and sprin- 
kled thickly with sugar and cinnamon.

“JI have read lately (but I think not 
in your column) a piteous pled for the 
Christmas plum pudding of yore.. The 
petitioner is a man who cries out: 

“*T am positively homesick: for the 


gight of a good rich plum pudding, such 


as I had when I was a boy!’ I have tried 
them in the best hotels and restaurants 
in the city, but they Khaven’t the same 
taste! Don’t you suppose that in this 
great town there is some woman who has. 
not forgotten how to put one together? I 
want ne so full of fruit and other good 
things that there is Mttle rodm for the 
dough.’ 

“Out of sheer compassion for the com- 
piainant I am sending you a recipe one 
hundred years old for just the kind of 
Christmas plum pudding he is longing for. 

“OLD-FASHIONED PLUM PUDDING 
[The ingredients must be measured in 
coffee cups.) Four eggs beaten light, one 
cup each of dark sugar, molasses, kidney 
guet, bread crumbs, milk, blackberry or 
grape jam, three cups of flour, one pound 
of currants, two pounds of raisins, half 
pound of citron, half cup of walnut meats 
(if desired), one teaspoonful of ground 
cinnamon, and one-half teaspoonful of 
gloves. Salt to taste. 

‘Grind suet, pread, and citron through 
the meat chopper. Mix the dry ingredi- 
ents together. Sift a teaspoonful of soda 
and one of baking powder three times 
with the flour, and incorporate these in- 
gredients with the beaten eggs and mo- 
lasses, milk, and jam. Dredge the fruit 
with a cup of the flour. 

“Mix all Mghtly together. Steam in 
molds or cans four hours Or beil in « 
bag if you prefer. If you use the bag, 
a Jarge iron ketth is best. The water 
must be at a fast boll when the pudding 
bag goes in. 

“The pudding ts best when it has rip- 
ened for a month It will keep for an 
indefinite period. Reheat on Christmas or 
Thankegiving morning.

sized potatoes and boil in one and a helt 
pints of water. Cook them slowly until 
they are soft enough to put through the 
ricer, By then there should be three pint 
cupfuls of the liquid, potatoes and all. If 
you have not as much as that, make up 
with enough cold water to fill the three 
cups. Then measure another pint of cold 
water, in which soak two cakes of com- 
pressed yeast. To the potatoe water add 
two tablespoonfuls of melted lard, half a 
cup of sugar, and a smal! handful of salt. 
Lastly, flour enough for a thick batter. 
Beat hard with a~ .oden spoon until light 
and ‘bubbly.’ Next comes the water in 


, which the yeast has been thoroughly dis- 


soivea; mix in a little more flour and beat 
again for a few minutes, and add four 
gradually until the dough is dry, Work 
it with the wooden spoon as long as you 
can, then knead it with the hands longand 
well, being careful not to get it too stiff. 

“ Tf, by some false chiculation you should 
get it too stiff, soften it with a little cold 
water. 

“When you have finished kneading it 
rub a@ little lard or butter over the bottom 
and the sides of the pan to prevent stick- 
ing and to do away with the necessity of 
using more flour for kneading for the 
final rising. Set it to rise and let It gain 
about twice or even three times the orig- 
inal bulk before kneading it down again. 
Set for a second rising, and when it is light 
again make into loaves and put inte the 
pans in which it fs to be baked. 

“ The whole process should not take over 
five hours from start to finish if the deugh 
is cared for right. It should be kept warm, 
but never hot! 
hot. 

“The yeast should be crumbly when 
Droken, but not hard crumbs. Never use 
tough or ‘rubbery’ looking yeast. I use 
@ particular brand of flour which I prefer, 
but I have made as good bread with other 
brands. y

Use Padding in Binding. 

Fur is, I know, an awfully hard material 
for the amatetr to work with, and especial- 
ly when using it as band trimming; but 
when you consider what an attractive 
trimming it makes it really pays for the 
amount of time you will spend upon it. Of 
course you know that one important thing 
is to pad the banding, especially if the fur 
has long hair; squirrel, seal, moleskin, and 


the furs that have short hair will require - 


only about one layer of cotton batting, but 
for the long hair you might use two or 
three layers; the longer the hair the more 
padding to use. 


Of course the first thing to do is he have 


the fur cut into the straight bands just 
the width thet you want them and even 


all around; after ‘that cut some ’material 


that you can use for lining, for all fur 
band trimming must be lined: cut it bias 
and about three-quarters of an inch wider 
than the fur is*oR the pelt. When you have 


finished cutting out the strips of ining and 


sewed them together—and of course don’t 


forget the pressing, for that is most im- ‘ 


portant when you have sewed bias strips 
together—lay the right side of the lining 
to the right side of the fur, with twoof the 
edges together, then with a paper knife 
smooth the hair back so that none will be 
caught in the seam. 

After that of course the Mning and fur 
will be sewed together, making a seam of 
about a quarter of an inch in width—do 
you know, I almost think that it wows be 
‘possible to sew it on the machine,’ that is 
if the pelt of the fur is not too heavy. 
Then instead of sewing the other edge of 
the fur to the lining, sew it to the lower 
edge of the garment, putting the right side 
of the fur to the right eide of the ma- 
terial, with the edge of the fur even with 
the edge of the garment, and then sew them 
together. 


When that has been done cut your strips 


of cotton batting and after you have laid 
the fur flat upon a table or your lap lay the 
Strips of cotton on the fur, then fold the 
lining over it, turning the edge under an1 
keeping it “@mooth; sew or rather hem it 
to the bottom of the garment, Of course 
you may think it easier to line the band 
‘first, putting the padding in and then fin- 
ishing it quite before sewing it to the gar- 
ment; but I am sure that you will find it 
hard to sew with the right side of the fur 
on the outside, for it is so hard not to catch 
the hairs of the fur, while if you try it 
the above method you will not have to 
bother about the hairy part ofthe fur at all. 


* 
Collars Will Make or Mar. 


Collars, too, are always an accessory that 
can either mar or make a garment, and 
very often on the new models of brocade, 
charmeuse, satin, or any of the new mate- 
rials that are of a plain dark color a set 
of collars and cuffs of different materials 
and colors that can make the garment look 
like an entirely new and different one. 
With a dark blue brocade, a dull gold satin, 
light gray crépe de chine, white mousseline 
de sole, and even a fur might be used to 
make different sets of collar# and cuffs 
that can be taken off and changed for dif- 
ferent ones as you choose, or perhaps to 
harmonize with the ocacsion that the drees 
is to be worn; on grays of almost any shade, 
white satin or crépe de chine, terra cotta 
in either brocade or satin, rather vivid 
green of almost any material, and in fact 
any combination that you might think of 
and that will be becoming. 


When you don’t happen to have a pattern 
of a collar on hand or perhaps not just the 
shape you want you can easily cut one 
from almost any kind of a blouse pattern, 
Lay the back and the front of the pattern 
on @ rather large sheet of paper so that 
the shoulder seam of the back will juet 
meet the shoulder of the front part of the 
pattern, then with wollen tracing wheel or 
a pencil mark a short way down the center 
back and the center froht and all around 
the neck line. Then when you have taken 
your pattern off the paper you can draw 
off the shape of the collar that you want 
with very little trouble; but be careful not 
to change the line of the neck and the cen- 
ter front and the center back line. 


To get the new collar—by that I mean the 
one that barely comes over the shoulder, 
very shallow in the back, and with a point 
at each arm—measure down the center 
back line about two and a half or three 
inches and draw a line that will be perpen- 
dicular with the center back line; then fol- 
low the shoulder seam line until it meets 
the line that you have just made. Of 
course this can easily be changed, that is 
if you want it to come over the shoulder a 
little more, measure an inch ‘more.along 
the neck line than where the shoulder seam 
comes and connect that long perpendicular 
line with that point.

Then of course there ts the more usual way 
of rolling the rdw edge back on both edges 
of the insertion and hemming it. If the roll 
is narrow and even this is a pretty ana sub- 
stantial way also. 

In sewing on a lace edge always ‘hold the 
lace towards you and let the fulling take 
care of itself. Lace that is put on really 
full loses much of its beauty. Of course 
where it is set around a corner the lace must 
be fulled enough so that the outer edge wil! 
lie flat. But more fulling at a corner than 
this is a mistake.

WALLA K. S.: The least fatiguing and 
easiest way to get the correct length of a 
skirt is to have the front, side, and back 
lengths acurately taken from the waist line 
to the floor. Then lay the skirt right side 
out on a large table. Pin it together first 
at the waist, so %that corresponding seams 
meet. Then lay corresponding seams to- 
gether at the bottom and see that there are 
no wrinkled places undernéath before pin- 
ning the skirt together at intervals near the 
lower edge. 

Subtract the number of inches from the 
floor that your skirt is to be from the meas- 
ures you have written down and apply them 
to the skirt the several places. Put pins 
in horizont at these points to mark the 
length. Move the skirt towards you so that 
you can work with the bottom and keep the 
bottom edge away from you. 

Draw or trace a line around the bottom, 
connecting the length points and remember 
that it must not point or be noticeable any- 
where. The reason for holding the eige 
away from you as you ‘ work is to enable you 
to see the Hne more perfectly. Imperfections 
are more ¢asily seen than when the edge is 
towards you. Take the pins out and turn the 
bottom ‘up and pin carefully for the first 
trying on. 

If the work has been accurately done no 
altering will be necessary. It is well worth 
while to give this way a trial, for it is both 

easy and accurate and does away with the 
endless standing arid altering of places.

BOUT 300 A. D. a boy was born ia 

Pycia whose parents called him Nicho- 

| las. Though that was a man’s name, 

he preserved the pature of a child, for 

he chose “ to keep yertues. meknes, and simple- 

ness, and therefore the children doe bim wor- 
ship before all other saints.” 

The modern child's “Santa Clang” is a 
Dutch contraction of. “Sankt Nikolaus,” 
“ Sank’ni K’laus,” and the saint's custom of 
giving presents secretly and in the dead vf 
night is the development of a deed of charity 
he performed when he assisted three young 
women out of penury by tossing well filled 
purses intg their bedroom after they had re- 
tired. 

Thus Santa Claus comes about when the 
children are asleep and gives them their 
hearts’ desires. St. Nicholas’ day was orig- 
inally early in December, but later it was 
confounded with Christmas. 

The idea that St. Nicholas was an old, 
hoary bearded mah comes from the ancient 
representations of Saturn, who was pictured 
a patriarch, and also from the confounding of 
the Christmas saint with Father Time, who 
always has his special day a week after

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Why Are Christmas Trees Used? 

HIS custom, as far as Christianity is 

eoncerned, is German in its origin, and 

is identified with the labors of St. Ma- 

ternus, one of the earliest, if not the 

very first, of the preachers of the gospel among 
the Teutons.

Why De Lovers Kiss Under the 
Mistletoe? 

HE mistletoe was held in great reverence 
by the Druids, It was believed to be 
particularly. and divinely healing: in 
fact, it was given this attribute for cen- 

turies. It had special significance as the cause 
of the death of Balder, the Norse Apollo, who 
was killed by an arrow made from its branches. 

Subsequently Balder was restored to life, 
the mistletoe tree was placed under the care 
of Frigga, and from that time until it touched 
the earth was never again to be an instrument 
of evil. 

The present custom of kissing under the 
mistletoe is the outcome of an old practice of 
the Druids. Persons of opposite sexes passed 
under the suspended vine and gave each other 
the kiss of love and peace, in full assurance 
that, though it had caused Balder’s death. it 
had lost all its power of doing harm since his 
restoration.

It is not known for sure whether Dec. 25 
is the exact anniversary of Christ's nativity. 
In the fourth century, however, Pope Julius 
had St. Cyril make an inquiry as to the exact 
date, and the result was that Dec. 25 was 
established as the date for ‘the festival at 
Rome. Before the end of the century that 
date had been accepted by all Christian na- 
tions. 


For twelve years England went without a 
Christmas. Parliament enacted in 1644 that 
Dec. 26 should thereafter be! a fast day, in 
repentance for the way in which, for many 
centuries, the occasion had been given up to 
feasting and mirth. This was the work of 
the Puritans, who were then in control of the 
government. They did not regard the anni- 


' Yersary as of the real birthday of Jesus, but 


as a relic of paganism. 


Parliament proposed to § extirpate the 
Christmas festival] and make the day as com- 
mon as any other day in the year. This was 
done under an order of the council passed 
Dec. 24, 1652. The government of Cromwell 
rigorously enforced the act, its soldiers con- 
fiscating everything that might contribute to 
the festivities of Christmas. But when King 
Charles Il. came to the throne his people 
once more had their great day of jollity and 
generosity.

the Chicago Theater society are now offering 
ai the Fine Arts theater the much heralded 
Anatol plays, with Jack Barrymore in the 
title rdle. 

With ill dissembled pride the promoters of 
the higher drama urge us to come—not be- 
cause these Schnitzler skits are poignant 
presentments of human problems or loftily 
classic in tone, but because they are an auda- 
cious combination of fun and impropriety 
and very well done. 

It is arf amusing right-about-face of our 
uplifters. There is nothing uplifting in 
Anatol. In fact, if there weré any danger 
that these performances would encourage 
the youth of our country or any small por- 
tion of that youth. to foHow in the footsteps 
of Anatol it were better for Chief McWeeny 
to shut the doors of the little pastel tinted 
theater until the Viennese light-o'-love went 
on his way. 

But fortunately the Anatol type is quite 
foreign to our civilization, though prevalent 
enough on the other side of the water. For 
this reason the amusement he and his esca- 
pades excite is not so hearty as would be that 
of a Viennese or Munich audience. It is the 
broad farcical motes, not the subtle ironical 
touches, that arouse the laughter of the Chi- 
cago audiences.

Society There in War Paint. 

Diverting as the five attached playlets un- 
@oubtedly are, I confess that a decided ele- 
ment in the amusement of one individual in 
the first night audience wae the spectacle of 
some of Chicago's straitestiaced, most 
conservative people letting out their lacing 
and mughing heartily at situations of the 
most doubtful propriety. To be sure, much 
had been eliminated—especially in “ The 
Wedding Morning ’’—which would probably 
have scandalized even our most unpreju- 
diced and broad minded folk. 

The opening night last Tuesday was 4 real 
function. Society was there in all its war 
paint, and those enthusiastic and active pro- 
moters of the Chicago Theater society-Ar- 
thur Aldis, Arthur Bissell, Kenneth Good- 
man, and Ira Nelson Morris—were well 
pieased with both the quantity and quality— 
of their audience.

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THE MAN AND THE JOB. 
“What is a man to do when he wants 
work and cannot find it?” | 
Four years ago this question was asked of 
President—then Candidate—Taft by a job- 
less workingman. Mr. Taft replied: 
“ God knows.” K 
It was an honest answer. Mr. Taft did 
not know. But it was an answer which 
evoked scorn in mine, mill, and lumber camp. 
Socialists,‘ syndicalists, trade unionists 
banked upon this statement. They used it 
as evidence that our national government 
knows nothing and cares nothing about the 
gtavest problem which confronts the work- 


ing people of this country. 


Unemployment is a problem in the United 
States—a grave one. 


In Great Britain enibiisiet aint has long 
been recognized as a national evil. The 
leading British statesmen have for years 
been endeavoring to find a cure for it. The 
same is true of Germany. Both of these 


, countries have made considerable headway 
‘ toward at least a partial remedy. 


In the 
United States, with the exception of a few 
states where investigations into untmploy- 
ment have been undertaken, the nation 


seems hardly aware that we have such a | 


problem. 

The middle class American, living on the 
avetine and looking upon tenements and 
slums as a “ foreign importation,” still finds 
peace of mind in the belief that in this 
country “any man who wants work can 
find it.” Such has been the case in the past. 
It is not the case now. Nor is unemploy- 
ment in this country a “ foreign importa- 
tion.” Unemployment is a persistent fea- 
ture of modern industry, whether it be in 


: Germany, China, or in the United States. 


Distress through want of employment is a 
chronic weakness of modern society. 

There are in this country a considerable 
number of people who are “ unemployable,” 
who are yagrants—lazy, shiftless, unrelia- 
ble. They are a problem, but not the un- 
employment problem. The unemployment 
problem is created by those men who are 
honest and industrious and willing to work, 
hut who can find no work. 

A British economist calls unemployment a 
disease of industry. It is that. The more 
industry develops the less steady the job 
becomes. The greater the progress we 
make in invention and in efficiency the more 
irregular work becomes. 

Even in normal times—yes, in the best 
of e great majority of workers 
in the United States have periodic vut of 
work seasons. These seasonal fluctuations 
are common to nearly allindustries. Every 
industry bas a busy season and a slack sea- 
son. Winter is the slack season in the 
building industry. Thousands of carpenters, 
painters, and other workers in the building 
trades are out of work for three or four 
months in the year. In the tanning iudus- 
try winter is the busy season.

their employés of food and shelter and 
clothing. 

These industrial fluctuations are not al- 
ways on a national scale. Sometimes only 
one industry passes through a period of 
depression. Business in that particular in- 
dustry is slack. Thousands of people are 
laid off. 

Another factor in unemployment is the 
machine. Machinery is constantly being 
improved. Every improvement means a 
change in the quantity and quality of labor. 
Improved machinery means less human 
labor. The men who suit the machine, who 
ean work the machine, are most often not 
the men who were doizg the same work prior 
to the invention or the improvement of the 
machine. The machine demands newer and 
younger men. The old men, skilled men, 
men with years of experience, are dislodged 
from their industrial niche and are forced 
into the ranks of the unemployed. 

Finally there is the great reserve army 
of labor. There are hundreds of thousands 
of laborers in this country who are casual 
workers. They go wherever industry calls 
them. They are the * extra” mep who are 
taken on whenever there is a temporary 
“boom” in an industry and who are dis- 
charged as soon as things in that industry 
return to their normal state. These men 
are unemployed—perhaps the better. term 
is “underemployed ”—a great part of the 
year. 

“The problem of unemployment,” says 
an economist, “ is at the root of most other 
social problems.” It is. When the father 
is out of work the mother and children must 
do their share toward keeping up the home. 
The problems of child labor and woman 
labor arise. Unemployment of the father 
of the family, when it comes with repeated 
frequency, in the end leads to vagrancy. 
Vagrancy leads to crime. The man whom 
industrial conditions forces into the ranks 
of the unemployed in time yields to the 
demoralizing effects of jobiessness and be- 
comes “ unemployable.” 


MINORITY REPRESENTATION. 
The constitution provides. for minority 
representation in the following language: 
“'The house of representatives shall con- 
sist of three times the number of the mem- 
bers.of the senate, and the term of office 
shall be two years. Three representatives 


| shall be elected in each senatorial district. 
jst 
section 467%, of the postal laws and | 
regulations, being the average from | 


the genera] election in the year of 
our Lord 1872, and every two years there- 
after. In all elections of representatives 
aforesaid, each qualified voter may cast as 
many votes for one candidate as there are 
representatives to be elected, of may dis- 
tribute the same, or equal parts thereof, 
among the candidates, as he shall see fit; 
and the candidates highest in votes shall be 
declared elected.” 

As stated in a previous constitutional edi- 
torial, this provision was made at a time 


when partisan feeling ran high; when men 


voted for party candidates irrespective of 
personal merit, anf when the majority in 
power in the nation was unbearably oppres- 
sing the minority. Its declared object was 
to give the Democrats representation in the 
general assembly, so that their voices might 
be heard and their views considered. 

Of late years it has worked to prevent the 
selection of representatives by the voter» 


and to turn their selection over to a few'poli-. 


ticians familiar with election practices. 
The provision automatically iimjts the 
voter's opportdaity of selection, because no 


party can afford to nominate more than two ! 


candidates. While a party may expect to 
get the majority of the votes cast and cause 
the selection of two nominees, it cannot af- 
ford to name three candidates, because then 
the party vote, being split among three men, 
will reduce the vote received by each, and 
if the opposing party has named only two 
candidates, it may elect beth of them, al- 
though less voters voted for the two than 
voted for the three. | 

Where there are three parties, died with 
the strength of more than one-third of the 
total vote, complications increase. In this 
case each party may well fear-to nominate 
as many as two candidates, because in the 
case of two parties naming two candidates 
each, and one party naming only one, the 
dominant party would elect two members, 
the second party would not electany mem- 
ber, and the smallest party would elect on: 
mem ber. a 


The above are all obstacles presented to | 


party leaders in legislative districts when 


they honestly compete for the domination | 
| of the legislature. 
Where the political organizations of dit- | 


ferent parties work in agreement, the voter's 
power of selection dwindles to nothing. In 
many cases only three nominations are made 
for the three places to be filled, in which case 
the voter has no choice. . 
Sometimes when it is agreed to elect a 


certain member of one party, the opposing | 
party nominates two or fhree candidates, 59 
as to split its party vote and cause the elec- | 
tion of the candidate of the opposing faction. 

It will be claimed that these manipulations 


and objections can be overcome by the nomi- 


nation of sufficient independent candidates, 


and by careful selection on the part of the 
voters in voting for the one, two, or three 
candidates as may best serve the public wel- 
fare. | |

INSPECTION OF MILK, 

D. M, H. writes: “1. What, én brief, are the 
safeguards provided for the milk supply of 
lilinois by the legislature and the state board 
of health? 2. To what extent do the deficien- 
cies in these safeguards necessitate local 
community protection, to be prdvided for by 
city ordinance?’ 


REPLY. 


1. Practically none. The state law provides that 
milk shall be passed upon as a result of analysis 
of the content of the can. The intent of that law 
was to limit the activities of the health authorities 
in £0 far as farm inspection, quarantine, etc., was 
concerned. In my judgment the law could be de- 
clared unconstitutional in that it does not give the 
people proper protection, inasmuch as milk could 
be death dealing and an analysis of the content of 
the can would not reveal the facts. The state board 
je health does a little. milk farm sanitary inspec- 

on.

The significance of the incarnation is 
much more likely to be underestimated than 
overestimated.

Its significance for redemption 
is beyond all dispute. “ There is no other 
name given under heaven or among men 
whereby mén may be saved.” He alone is 
a redeemer from sin. He alone has powe 
on earth to forgive sins. The significance of 
the incarnation for faith and dectrine has 
had continued emphasis through the Chris- 
tian centuries. All this is well. We have 
not begun to exhaust the meaning of the 
incarnation in these realms.

The most famous member of the family, at 
any rate in modern times, has been the new 
Viecount’s! mother, the late Lady Harberton, 
who up to'the time of her death last year was 
one of the leaders of the nonmilitant suf- 
fraget movement in England. 

Twenty years ago she played a similar role 
in the crusade for dress reform and for the 
substitution of bloomers for skirts. 

At that time she involved herself in legal 
proceedings with a mumber of country inns 
where the landladies had refused to serve 
her with refreshments owing to what they 
denounced as her immodest garb. 

Lady Harberton claimed to be quite as 
much an apostie of modesty as those who 
took exception to her bloomers, and retali- 
ated by flercely attacking décolletége. 

Low necked evening dresses, she argued, 
were “ unwomanly, lacking in propriety, and 
debasing,’’ whereas bloomers and _= short 
skirts, she insisted, were “ elevating.”’ 

There is no reason why a beautiful woman 
should bare her arms and shoulders in pub- 
lic, urged Lady Harberton. But there are 
many valid reasons why she should wear 
knickerbockerr, according to her.

Will Tour State to Boom the Cause. 


DEAS for better suffrage organization, 
educational and propaganda work fly 
from Mrs, Grace Wilbur Trout, the new 
president of the Illincis Equal Suffrage 
association, almost as rapidly as a pin- 

wheel showers sparks on the glorious 
Fourth Since she was elected to the office 
in the fall, Mrs. Trout has brought forth one 
clever scheme after another to advance the 
movement in the state of Illinois. 

Any one interested in the work of the state 
organization is sure to find Mrs. Trout at 
her desk in the busy state suffrage head- 
quarters of the Fine Arts building at almost 
any hour of the day dictafing letters of ad- 


vice and encouragement to suffragists down. 


in the state, telephoning to people ‘of promi- 
nence in the city whom she thinks might 
be induced to become interested in the cause, 
or lightening the tasks of the other workers 
in the office by some cheery word, and sav- 
ing many a ruveful situation by relating some 
one- of her inexhaustible fund of clever 
Stories. 

“I-do not know what we would do without 
Mrs. Trout,” said one of the women in the 
office not long ago. ‘‘ Whenever things get 
to going at sixes ald sevens, and I am al- 
most ready to cry, she invariably points out 
the ridiculous side of the situation and our 
vexation is forgotten in the laughter that 
follows.’’

Plans a Tour of the State. 

When Mrs. Trout was elected to the office 
of state president at Galesburg this fall 
there were some delegates who knew of her 
only by reputation, for she had never before 
held a state office. : 

She now plans a complete tour of the state 
in the interest of the suffrage cause. She wil! 
begin the trip in January, and when she has 
completed lecturing and organizing in all the 
counties even in the most southern Portion, 
her friends predict there will not be a suf- 
fragist worthy of the name who will not 
know of her compelling power 46 a speaker 
and her practical ability as an organizer, 

It would have been impossible to find a 
woman better fitted for the office of presi- 
dent of such a state as Illinois with its large 
rural population as well as its tremendous 
city population than Mrs. Trout, whose tal- 
ents are as numerous as they are diversified. 

To begin with she is a practical business 
woman and never has been known to let her 
artistic tastes get the better of her common 
sense. sO that every undertaking in which 
she has had a hand has been a financial 
success. She is a brilliant speaker. with 
good sound arguments as the basis for ner 
addresses and plenty of. wit and humor to 
make them palatable. Her ability as an 
organizer has been proved time and agzin in 
her club work in Oak Park and Chicago, 
and in addition to all these veluable 
assets Mrs. Trout is a brilliant and forceful 
writer, her book, ‘“‘ The Mormon Wife,’’ writ- 
ten several years ago, received splendid 
notices in newspapers all over the country.

Services as Speaker Valuable. 

Mrs, Trout’s services as a speaker are espe- 
Clally, Valuable to the state organization, as 
she presents the suffrage arguments in an 
entirely new and dmost convincing manner. 
She does not treat the subject in the old 
“ women’s rights "’ way by accusing the men 
of the injustice of denying women the ballot. 
Instead Mrs. Trout affirms “ there is no class 
of men On earth who average up so well and 
who are so kind, so considerate, so fine in 
every Way as our American man. Men are 
not to blame for present conditions.” 

Last Monday evening in comparing the 
American Wwoman’s enviable position with the 
state of woman in England, in an address at 
the Chicago Political Equality league's bene- 
fit performance of *‘ The Blindness of Virtue,” 
Mrs. Trout remarked that “our American 
men do not have to be hit on the head in order 
to see the point.”’ 

At the national convention held in Philadel- 
phia a few weeks ago, when the vast Metro- 
politan Opera house held only a half of the 
crowds that gathered to hear the suffrage 
gospel and thousands were compelled to 
stand outside and listen to the impromptu 
speeches from improvised platforms made by 
suffragists in the streets, Mrs. Trout was 
among the women spied by Dr. Shaw's keen 
eyes and ordered to speak tod the overflow 
crowds 

Men and women stood patiently in the street 
listening intently to the suffrage doctrine for 
two hours, and Mrs. Trout, who was the last 
called upon, got down from her platform after 
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By Marion Walters. 
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a short speech. As she did so a big man 
edged through the crowd toward her and said: 


* Give us some more, lady. I like to hear 
you speak.”

Her Voice Clear and Distinct. 

Mrs. Trout’s voice is of unusual quality, 
clear and distinct, and at times thrilling, 
compelling when she gives to her audience 
geome big thought put in an unusual way. 

“Mrs. Trout’s voice is as unusual in the 
speaking world as Patti's was in opera,”’ 
said a woman whose ear is trained to voices, 
after hearing Mrs. Trout give one of her suf- 
frage addresses. 

Although her arguments are strong and 
forvefully put, there is none of the militant 
or masculine In her personality. She has 
the fine imheritance of a keen intellect from 
her father, who was a lawyer, and a sensitive 
womaniy nature from her mother, who was 
true to the type of New England gentie- 
woman. On the platform her manner is most 
gracious, and, while she has grownup sons, 
Mrs. Trout is still a young and graceful 
woman, with e quick enthusiasm and sym- 
pathy that make her appear almost girlish. 

In Oak Park and the west side Mrs. Trout’s 
abilities as a speaker and executive officer 
were appreciated long before she took an 
active interest in suffrage work. After she 
had served as president of the Woman's aux- 
iliary of the Ashland club and had moved to 
Oak Park, she finally consented to take the 
presidency of the Woman's auxiliary of the 
Oak Park club after a solemn committee of 
the men of the club besieged her in her 
home, putting the matter before her as a 
duty, and telegraphing Mr. Trout, demand- 
ing that he give his consent. 

Whenever there was a harmonizer needed. 
whenever a womé@dn of marked executive 
ability was needed, Mrs. Trout was sought 
out, for she has alwaye been known as a 
woman “eli of the people like all of the 
time.’”’

Mrs. Trout Modest in Success. 

Two years ago, after Mrs. Trout had re- 
fused time and again to take an office in 
the Chicago Political Equality league, claim- 
ing she could not spare the time away from 
her home and children to devote to the work. 
a woman who had appointed herself the 
Sherlock Holmes of the club discovered that 
the last two of Mrs. Trout’s boys had gerad- 
uated from high school in June. Her friends 
then claimed she no longer had an excuse 
for refusing her to help the league 

For two years she held the office of presi- 
dent of the Chicago Political Equality league 
and the membership jumped from 235 to 
over 1,20y.

“There is an ethical reason back of my 
stand on this matter,’’ she says. ‘‘ People 
rarely, if ever, appreciate those things they 
get for nothing. ‘They think, and quite rea- 
sonable the argument is, too, that sensible 
people would not be so foolish as to give 
away something worth while. I think equal 
suffrage the most splendid movement in the 
world today and will not by any action let 
any one so much as suspect that I regard it 
in any other way.” 

When Mrs. Trout was elected Illinois’ Pres- 
ident she realized that the amount of educa- 
tional and propagandist work to be done in 
Illinois is enormous, yet she was wise enough 
to know that this work cannot be done unless 
there is money in the treasury, so she plunged 
into the most difficult work of her office, 
which ig to establish the state organization 
on a firm financial basis. 

She made a personal campaign for life 
memberships, calling on men prominent in 
professions and business, and achieving re- 
markable success, not only in securing their 
names, but interesting them to such an ex- 
tent that they have promised to aid the 
movement in the future.

the eyelids and examine the pupils of the eyes. 
All freshly killed birds have full, bright eyes and 
moist, soft, limber feet. If stale, the eyes be- 
come dry and sunken, and the feet and legs stiff. 
When too stale for use, parts or all of the body 
darken, sometimes turning green. Incomplete re- 
moval of blood shows in red dots over the thighs 
and wings, in small veins in the wings 
and breast and in largé veins in the 
neck. This blood, as well as clots formed 
by bruises, should be removed by soak- 
ing in cold salt water; but, if possible, 
buy poultry that has been properly bled 
at the start. It tastes better. The neck 
is the first place to discolor, becoming 
red, purple and at last green, as age 
progresses. A bluish or greenish look 
around the veins indicates decay. Blu- 
ish or shiny skin is another sign of 
danger. If there is any doubt about a 
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The breast bone should bend easily 


fowl already bought, pour hot water 
on the inside, after drawing. If a dis-

poultry in the best condition will have a thin ten- 
der skin, a fat breast and a thick body. 

In general, these are the rules that fit the selection 
of all kinds of poultry. There are, however, cer- 
tain useful suggestions applying to the choice of 
particular kinds of fowls. 

In choosing a turkey for a small family, get a 
young hen if possible, for it will be plumper and 
generally fatter-than a cock of the same age. A 
young gobbler is a better selection if a larger bird 
is desired. An old turkey is suitable only for boiling 
and boning. A very large turkey, even though young, 
18 more apt to be tough than one of medium size. 

Press across the breast of a turkey to see if the 
wish bone is pliable, and make sure of a soft gristly 
bone where the breast joins the stomach. Frequently, 
the breast bone of a turkey is out of shape, due to 
roosting on a narrow perch. If extremely crooked, 
the quantity of flesh on one side of the breast will 
be lessened, but there will be no injury in quality. 
Get a straight breast bone if possible, in order to 
obtain the greatest amount of white meat. The bird 
is old if the breast bone is hard and covered with 
tough-looking, thick, soft fat skin, or if the flesh is 
purplish where it shows on the legs and back, under 
the skin. 

, The spring chicken or broiler is distinguished from 

the full grown hen or fowl, as the dealers term it, 

just as a young turkey is judged. Young chickens 

have tender skin, light, fresh colored bills, smooth red 

combs and smooth feet. The spurs of a cockerel 
are soft, short and loose. 
When old they become 
firm and fixed. At the age 
of a year, a chicken’s breast 
bone hardens and the bird 
passes out of the broiler 
class. 

A broiler should weigh 
from one to one and a half 
pounds. A fowl or pullet 
for roastigg should of 
course be larger and should 


easily from side to side, and feel like 
the gristle of the ear. An old fowl has 
long hairs and a hard breast bone, The | 
legs of young turkeys are smooth and dark; 
other kinds of poultry are better with light-col- 
ored legs. Old turkeys and chickens have legs 
with seales that are thick and rough. The head of 
a pin can be pressed easily into the breast-skin of a 
young turkey, goose, duck, chicken or other fowl. 
If tender, pressure of the finger under the breast 
bone or wing will break the skin, and the joints will 
yield readily when the wing is turned back. Young

smooth and dark 


have plump, fat, white 
flesh that will mash on the 
breast under the finger. A 
rooster is good only for soup. Never take a coarse, 
long legged, thin breasted chicken because it is heav- 
ier. There will be more breast meat and less bone 
in the plump, full breasted, partridge shaped fowl, 
which will also be juicy, fine grained and of good 
flavor. Barred Plymouth Rocks and Brahmas make 
especially fine roasting chickens, and these varieties 
are much used for the best ecapons.

The body is larger, 
fatter, and plumper 
than that of the ecom- 
mon fowl. The head 
is small for the size 
of the body, the 
comb pale, short and

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O BEGIN WITH, some hens don’t. 
Some eggs, be it known, cost about as 
much to produce as Horace Creeley’s 
proverbial potatoes, and that was one 
dollar each. There are faney fowls 
domiciled in luxurious houses that lay 
hardly enough eggs to pay for the 

grain they eat. Neither fine houses nor fine feathers 
neeessarily make fine birds. Hens are as democratic 
as Yankees, If left to their own devices, they will 
sleep in the trees. Make them hustle for a living, and 
they will lay like machines. Coddle them, and they 
will grow fat, lazy and shiftless. 

The hens that lay are the hens that pay, of course. 
You will find such hens in modest little flocks all over 
the country, busily eutting the cost of living for their 
owners. When, in cackling self-complacency, they 
emerge from their mid-winter neSts, each leaves the 
equivalent of a nickel behind her. Whether eaten or 
sold, eggs at a nickel apiece help to cut the grocer’s 
bill and to reduce the profits of the meat trust. 

Over ninety per cent of all the eggs produced in 
this country come from the farms and the back yards. 
Only here and there is 
there a successful spe- 
cialized egg plant. And 
between an undeveloped 
Montana gold mine and 
a commercial poultry 
proposition, why, you 
can lose your money in 
one as quickly as in the 
other. On the other hand, 

a small flock well cared 

for will pay substantial 

dividends. Biddy of the = 

back yard holds the key 

to the situation. She is 

doing nobly now; but she ought to do better. The 
number of eggs annually produced should be half as 
large again, without inereasing the number of birds. 

The bigger yield will come with more intelligent man- 

agement. This, in itself, will help to make table sup- 

phes cheaper; for eggs and poultry will, more and 
more, be substituted for other food products. 

Few people realize that the poultry business, as it 
stands, is one of the most important industries in the 
country. The value of the poultry and egg crop each 
year is several hundred million dollars. Some sixteen 
billion eggs are laid each year by the great American 
hen, which number placed end to end would make a 
belt across the continent. Some years, the country’s 
poultry products have been worth more than its com- 
bined output of gold and silver. The business is so 
big that the great western packing houses have taken 
it under their wings, picking up the eggs from the 
farmers and putting them safely into cold storage 
until they can be shipped to market — just when the 
price is right, no doubt. It is a fact, though, that eggs 
so handled reach the consumer in better shape than 
those that pass through the hands of the country 
grocer. The latter, taking them in exchange for sugar 
and calico, imposes no age limits, providing they do 
not speak for themselves like the ehicken that peeped 
as Mike broke a raw egg into his mouth. You know 
the story ? — Mike, a bit startled, gulped, choked and 

promptly ejaculated: “Begorra, ye spoke too late!” 


White Indian Runner Ducks — prolific layers 
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In the Petaluma district of California, some_two 
million fowls are distributed over an area of twenty 
square miles, Several million dozen eggs are sent out 
every year from this city alone. Petaluma is a city 
that was practically built by hens—a city where 
raw materials are converted into eggs at the rate of 
$457 worth an hour for ten hours a day, Sundays 
and holidays included; for the Sabbatical system 1s 
not reeognized by the hen. 

But to get back to our little flock in the back yard. 
When hens are kept in large numbers, they are ex- 
pected to pay a profit of a dollar a head. The back- 
yard flock should pay twice as much. Here are two 
actual experiences: A suburban family kept fifteen 
pullets in a home-made poultry house, fed the table 
scraps supplemented with grain, and made a net 
profit of fifty dollars. Another family housed eight 
Ancona pullets in a ten-dollar coop, and had all the 
eggs needed for household use and some to sell during 
a winter that was unusually severe. Thousands of 
families are having experiences of this sort. It is a 
practical way to beat the middleman, or whoever is 
responsible for things as they are, 

Along with simplified spelling and sim- 

plified brick laying, we have simplified 
poultry keeping, which’ is a fine thing for 
the amateur with a little land and less 
knowledge. No longer is it necessary to mix 
a wet mash every morning. 
Nowadays, a dry mash — 
which is another term’ for 
dry ground grains mixed 
and with beef scraps added 
——is dumped into a hopper 
and placed where the hens 
ean consult their own sweet 
will about eating it. 

No longer is it neeegsary 
to puzzle over balanced rations. All 
dealers now sell prepared combina- 
tions of cracked grains, scientifieally 
blended. Most hens will speedily un- 
balance any sort of ration; for they 
pick out the kinds of food they relish 
in a way that is almost human. But it 
is reassuring to the poultry keeper to start right, 
especially after he has read some learned bulletin on 
the subject. 

It is no longer necessary to pore over poultry house 
plans and to hire a carpenter to execute them, nor 
even to hammer one’s thumb in an effort to meta- 
morphose a piano box into a hen coop. Ready-made, 
portable poultry houses are especially well adapted 
to the needs of small flocks. They are found very 
convenient by the man who rents his home, for the 
reason that they can be knocked down and loaded 
into a wagon whenever it becomes desirable to change 
one’s domicile, 

And, be it remembered, it is not now necessary 
even to have a yard for the hers, This reduces the 
problem of keeping poultry to its lowest terms. It 
is quite possible to confine a flock for months at a 
time, if the house is so arranged that fresh air may 
he admitted freely and if a deep litter is used to 
eover the floor, so that the birds will be eompelled 
to work for what they eat just as if they were hunt- 
ing bugs in the fields. It is true that this method of 

keeping poultry has limitations. No one

ERSONALLY, I consider it a dan- 
P gerous habit to permit any article 
of food to remain in tin or iron re- 
ceptacles for any length of time, exposed 
to the air at room temperature. The air of 
every room swarms with organisms that 
are capable of causing decomposition in 
foods into which these organisms fall, and 
in which they immediately begin to multi- 
ply. Many organisms decompose foods 
without forming notably dangerous de- 
composition products; but certain specific 
forms are capable of forming in foods ex- 
ceedingly poisonous decomposition prod- 
ucts known as Ptomaines. Foods contain- 
ing milk, eggs, and fish form these poison- 
ous products very readily. While in a 
majority of cases poisonous products will 
not develop in goods opened and allowed 
to remain in the tin, there is always the 
chance that such poisons will develop under 
favorable conditions. Consequently, it is 
best to take no risks. Again, if canned 
- food, after being opened, is thoroughly 
heated or cooked, the danger of eating it 
is decreased, as many ptomaine poisons 
are destroyed by cooking.—Ora Willis 
Knight, State Assayer, Portland, Me. 

A word of warning, please, relative to 
the ‘‘ Wrinkle’’ printed some months ago 
suggesting that silver be cleaned by boil- 
ing it in an aluminum vessel. An ex- 
pensive and beautiful aluminum kettle 
was injured because it was used for clean- 
ing silver. The household silver was 
boiled in the kettle in soapy water, and 
came out looking like new. The process 
was repeated whenever the silver became 
tarnished; but, alas, for the kettle! It 


seems that the alkali in soap has a chem- 
ical action upon aluminum, and after re- 
peated use it destroys the surface. I now 
boil my silver in a simple tin dish-pan, 
with @ piece of aluminum that I pur- 
chased through an aluminum dealer, 
Thus, | keep my silver clean without in- 
jury to my handsome aluminum vessels.

eut in a few weeks after being planted, | 


and can be used all through the summer. 
If the leaves are broken off, they will 
promptly .grow again and continue to do 
so time after time. A row twenty feet 
long will keep a small flock supplied with 
greens for months. Yet, a certain degree 
of caution in feeding rape to laying hens 
must be exercised. A greenish tinge to the 


yolks is a danger signal, and should be 


acted upon by reducing the amount fed. 
Swiss chard may also be grown and 


the best of poultry food; but a few are 
worth growing, to feed during the winter. 
Grass clippings are excellent. A good plan 
is to lay a square of poultry netting on 
the ground, cover it with dried clippings 
and roll it up. A wire will hold the roll 
in place, and if hung on the wall of the 
poultry house, it will furnish a large 
amount of succulent fodder without waste. 
Cut mangels in half, and spike them to a 
board. If potatoes are fed, boil them. 

If other green food is not available, 
sprouted oats may be relied upon. They 
are easily prepared by soaking the oats 
over night im warm water, and spreading 
them an inch deep in a box kept in a warm 
room or in the furnace cellar.

Nobody is advised to.keep 
birds of that kind. A dozen hens, prac- 
tically the same in size, shape and color, 
make a very different impression. A well- 
marked hen is indeed a thing of beauty, 
although hardly a joy for ever; for it 
ought to perform its last service in cutting 
the cost of living by appearing on the 
family table in its second year.

When thawed, a bird that has been well 
prepared and frozen for a reasonable pe- 
riod of time, will have skin of a clear, 
fresh color, of soft texture, slipping eas- 
ily from the muscles underneath. The 
fiesh and fat will be slightly deeper in 
color than if fresh. 3 

In buying storage poultry have it de- 
livered, if possible, hard frozen. Place 
in the ice box for a day or so, where it 
will thaw gradually. 

After the turkey or other fowl is 
bought and delivered, the first thing to 
do is to singe it by holding the body by 
the head and feet and exposing every part 
to a flame. A piece of blazing newspaper 
will do. .Remove the head, saving the 
neck for the giblet sauce. Split the skin 
onthe leg joint carefully to expose the 
sinews without cutting them, run a skewer 


or fork under the tendons and draw out 
one at atime. This makes the first joint 
as tender as the second. Then, cut the 
feet from the first joint. Keep immersed 
in a vessel of cold water by means of a 
weight for one hour. Remove and rub 
plentifully with salt. Lay on an inclined 
board to drain for a half hour. This 
soaking and salting removes all impuri- 
ties from the skin. Place in a pan, pour- 
ing on water as hot as the hand can bear. 
Serape with a knife to remove pin feath- 
ers, which can be loosened with a little 
boiling water if too tight. To draw, make 
an incision about two inches below the 
vent large enough to insert the fingers. 
Remove the entrails, being careful not to 
break the gall bladder, which is attached 
to the liver. Cut loose the liver, heart 
and gizzard, which can be cleaned by 
splitting, then place in salt water. Re- 
move the lights and the oil sack on the 
baek at the root of the tail. The wind- 
pipe and crop are easily removed through 
the epening at the neck. Rinse thor- 
oughly in eold water, dry with a clean 
eloth and rub inside with salt. Then, 
stuff and cook, according to your favorite 
recipe.
